FRESNO, Cat.., April 7.— The Danes of 
this city gave a ball last night, and when 
the festivities were at their height Bitlo 
Toepfer went to the ballroom, supposedly 
with the intention of shooting a man 
whom he says had induced Mrs. Toepfer to 
leave him. He did not find the man. 
Drawing a revolver, he said to the by- 
standers, "Do you want to see me do it?" 
Bnd holding the weapon within a few 
Inches of his breast, he tired before any 
one could interfere. 

The bullet went through the left lung 
end out at the shoulder blade. Toepfer 
dropped to the floor calling for his wife. 
An examination of the wounds show that 
they are not necessarily fatal. 

Toepfer is well off. Some time ago his 
wife began proceedings for a divorce and 
this made the husband despondent. 

BTRAXGE SIGXALS AT MOXTEREI. 

maneuver* of Small Craft at Xight Which 
Are Suggestive of Smugglers. 

MONTEREY, Cal., April 7. — Some 
strange maneuvers of small boats and 
mysterious lights seen floating around the 
bay at night leads to the belief that smug- 
gling is being carried on extensively in this 
section under the very eyes of the officials. 
Monterey Bay is so located that it would 
require a regiment of customs ofheers to 
protect it. 

Some time ago a fisherman by the name 
of Frank Passoni, whileon an early morning 
'fishing excursion, discovered something 
that is liable to create a sensation in the 
smuggling circles. It was a cold morning, 
and Passoni wishing to keep his tire in his 
cook stove blazing raised it over the rail to 
catch the breeze. In so doing it blazed up 
in the air several feet. Happening to look 
toward the snore he perceived a similar 
blaze, as though a torch bad been waved 
in the air. His curiosity was aroused and 
he again raised his cook store and the same 
result followed. For eight times did be do 
this, each time receiving the same answer. 
If Passoni had not been alone he would 
have surely followed up the light, but be 
did not like to tackle smugglers single- 
handed. 

Several Monterey officers have at times 
watched the coast, but without the aid of 
the Government not much can be accom- 
plished. At different times boats have 
been seen among the various inlets that 
abound in this section. Last year when 
the notorious Halcyon landed eighty-three 
Chinamen in Carmel Bay, Judge Michaelis 
who had been on the watch, captured nine 
of the gang. They were put in jail only to 
be let loose a few months later. This dis- 
gusted many of the local enthusiasts and 
officers who were trying to suppress smug- 
gling, and now there are no watches out. 
The recent suspicious maneuvers will prob- 
ably be looked into.

HEALDSBTJRG, Cal., April 7. — A. W. 
Will, a recent arrival from Oregon, will 
erect an ice factory and cold-storage ware- 
house in this city. The plant has been 
ordered and work on the buildings, which 
Will be located on Matbeson and First 
streets, will be begun at once. 

To Clear Russian River. 

HEALDSBURG, Cal., April 7. — The 
Russian River Valley Improvement Com- 
pany is the name of a new organization 
effected in this place. Its object is to 
clean out the bed of Russian River, remov- 
ing the willow islands and other obstruc- 
tions so that no damage from overflow will 
result. The work will be commenced on 
the 22d of this month. 



CLOVERDALE CITRUS CULTURE. 

Xineteen Hundred Orange and Lemon 
Trees Set Out in the Totrnship. 

CLOVERDALE, Cal., April 7. — The 
Clove rdale Orange Company has completed 
the planting of 800 Washington navel trees 
on its tract east of town. Fifteen hundred 
orange and 400 lemon trees have been 
planted in Cloverdale Township this sea- 
son, and the cold snap has done no dam- 
age. 

To Build a Tanbark Crusher. 

CLOVERDALE, Cal., April 7. — Napa 
City and Cloverdale capitalists have de- 
cided to establish a tanbark crusher near 
i Boonville, sixteen miles from this place. 
The work of building the mill and putting 
in machinery will be commenced at once.

THE FRUIT OUTLOOK. 



Apricots Will Be Only Half a Crop and 
Prunes May Fall Short. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., April 7.— Colonel Philo 
Hersey, president of the Santa Clara County 
Fruit Exchange, in an interview on the 
outlook of the fruit crop, says: 

"There is little speculation on the part 
of Eastern buyers, who continue to send in 
orders from day to day as the goods are 
needed. It is impossible to tell even ap- 
proximately how much of last year's ship- 
ment of fruit is now unsold in the East, 
The parties who hold the fruit there refuse 
to state the amount, though it is not very 
large, as they continue to order from day 
to day through their California agents. 
Trade is quite uniform. The stocks held 
in the East are going into the retailers' 
hands regularly and freely. Prices are not 
high and there seems to be no buoyancy 
of feeling among producers and dealers of 
an increase in prices. The fruit market is 
one in which the bears have the best of it. 
There is 140 cars of last- year's fruit re- 
maining in the valley, the bulk of which is 
prunes. The amount of fruit remaining in 
the valley is about the same as that of last 
year at this time, while in the East the 
stock on hand is less than that held at this 
time last year. 

"I should advise those having on hand a 
stock of apricots in good selling condition 
not to sell at present, bnt to hold it over 
until next year. The severe frost that vis- 
ited this vicinity and Vacaville some weeks 
ago, together with the frost of April 4, 
will reduce the crop of apricots one-half 
that of 1894. Peaches, cherries and pears 
are slightly Injured by the freeze of April 
4, while the damage to prunes cannot be 
estimated, as the effects of the cold will 
not be manifested until the middle of 
June. The half-grown prune, if the pit 
has been injured, withers and falls, al- 
though the greater proportion of prunes 
injured at this stage will turn yellow and 
drop off when the size of grains of wheat. 
If there be no more frosts or freezes and no 
continued cold spells between now and 
May 1"> we may expect a fair crop of prunes 
and peaches, and possibly an average crop 
of cherries. Last week the exchange 
shipped five cars of prunes and two cars of 
apricots East." 

A WOMAX KIDXAPS HER CHILD. 

The Sequel to an Estrangement Due to 
Religions Disagreement. 

SAN JOSE, April 7.— Mrs. James Clear- 
water, who came to this city from Los An- 
geles recently, took her 9-year-old daugh- 
ter, Perley, this afternoon from the pos- 
session of Mrs. L. Vincent, who was given 
charge of the child by the father. 

The police were appealed to to secure the 
return of the child, but they refused to in- 
terfere in the matter. 

The Clearwaters are not divorced, but 
separated last May. For three years there 
has been trouble in the family over re- 
ligion. 

Clearwater claims that his wife, after be- 
coming a Seventh-day Adventlst, left him. 
An elder and preacher in the church 
named Saunders, it is claimed, told her it 
was a sin to live with her husband, because 
he was not a believer, and after that she 
was much in the company of Saunders. 

Last May, after a camp meeting excite- 
ment at Oakland, Mrs. Saunders left her 
husband and went to Los Angeles. She 
was not heard from again till she arrived 
in San Jose a few days ago and to-day she 
kidnaped her little girl. The couple had 
six children and lived together eighteen 
years till they bad the trouble over re- 
ligion. 

Faying the Militiamen. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., April 7.— Pavmaster- 
General Colonel F. S. Chadbourne of the 
Governor's staff paid the members of Com- 
pany B, N. G. C, last evening for their ser- 
vices during the strike. The Second Bri- 
gade received $7000 for its services, or over 
one-half of the appropriation made by the 
Legislature. The captain of Company B 
received $90, and the privates, numbering 
sixty-eight, $36 apiece. 

Colonel Chadbourne and his staff will go 
to 8anta Cruz to-morrow to make arrange- 
ments for the camp of the Second Brigade 
there in June. 

Incendiary Suspects to R, Released. 

OMAHA, Nebr., April 7 -Priest Kar- 
minski and the twelve members of his con- 
gregation, who have been on trial two days 
for burning St. Paul's Church, will be re- 
leased to-morrow and the case dismissed. 
The County Attorney has determined that 
the evidence is not sufficient to convict.

BRITISH CONSUL'S VIEW. 



He Does Not Think That His 
Government Can Intervene 
in the Matter. 



THE LAW MUST TAKE ITS COURSE. 



A Request May Be Made Asking 
Mexican Officials to Grant as 
Speedy a Trial as Possible. 



SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 7.— It was 
learned to-day that considerable cabling 
had been done in the case of Seymour 
Jackson, cashier of Godbe & Co.'s Bank at 
Ensenada, who was arrested some days 
ago and charged with the robbery of $3000 
from the bank on March 20. The same 
night a $13,000 gold brick was stolen from 
M. Riveroll's office, a few blocks distant. 

Jackson is a British citizen, and, upon 
learning of his arrest, the British Vice- 
Consul of this city, Major Allen, wired to 
learn the charge against him, the amount 
of bail required, and also requesting that 
the accused be speedily admitted to trial. 
No answer was received from the first dis- 
patch, which was sent to Godbe, the Ameri- 
can Consul at Ensenada. Another was 
sent, and Godbe advised that application 
be made to the authorities direct. This 
was done, but no reply was received. Then, 
it is understood, Major Allen notified his 
Government of the case. Several cables 
were received, but their tenor could not be 
learned. 

Mr. Allen, when questioned regarding 
the matter, said he did not think the Brit- 
ish Government would take any steps in 
the affair, as Jackson is simply being held 
for examination and there was nothing to 
show that he was not receiving fair treat- 
ment. Jackson, the Consul said, com- 
plained that he was being held in an un- 
healthy jail, without the privilege of bail. 
Major Allen held that bail should be ac- 
corded, but he was not familiar with Mexi- 
can law, and if the law did not class the 
charge against Jackson as bailable, he did 
not see how assistance could be given. No 
special stress could be laid upon the un- 
healthfulness of the jail, as that matter 
rested entirely with the Mexican authori- 
ties, and the only thing that could be done 
would be to ask for as speedy a trial as pos- 
sible. This, added the Consul, would be 
beyond doubt the voluntary coarse of the 
authorities. 

Pratt and Garratt, charged with the rob- 
bery of a gold bar, are no longer held in 
solitary confinement, but are allowed to 
converse with friends, though still pris- 
oners. Investigation into the case con- 
tinues with considerable vigor, but if the 
gold or evidence to convict has been found 
the fact is carefully guarded. 

WATCH IXG THE WAHLBERG. 

Mexican Authorities Suspect That the 
Schooner Is I'p to Mischief. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 7.— News has 
been received from passeneers on the 
steamer Pacheco, arriving from Lower 
California, that the schooner H. C. Wahl- 
berg, held for some weeks here for sus- 
pected carrying of contraband war ma- 
terial to Hawaiian rebels, has been seen 
hovering off Cape Colnett and that Cap- 
tain Matthew Martin and his crew have 
been ashore several times. 

After the schooner was liberated she 
cleared for the lower coast on a guano ex- 
pedition, but Charles Hartwick, one of the 
crew, said no attempt was made to get 
guano and the skipper was in no hurry to 
find any. He intimated to a friend that 
the schooner was in the more profitable 
business of smuggling contraband goods 
into Mexican territory. 

It is believed here that the schooner may 
be making Colnett headquarters for ship- 
ping another cargo of arms for Hawaii, 
and it is known that freight shipments to 
Lower California are narrowly watched. 
The Wahlberg is not expected to return 
here, and it is believed she will make a run 
to British Columbia to change her flag. 
The Mexican authorities suspected the 
Wahlberg from the first, and a close watch 
is being kept on her movements to detect 
smuggling operations. 



MARE ISLAND INQUIRY, 



Secret Sessions of the Board 
InvestlgatingtheTroubleon 
the Albatross. 



A Thorough Examination Will Be 
Made and Civilians Are to Be 
Called on to Testify. 



VALLEJO, Cal., April 7.— The court of 
inquiry appointed to examine into the dif- 
ferences that have occurred between Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Franklin J. Drake, 
commander of the Albatross, and Lieuten- 
ant Fidelio 8. Carter, the executive officer 
of that vessel, will probably be in session 
for a month yet. The court convened on 
Thursday with Commander C. M. Thomas 
as president, Lieutenant-Commander F. 
M.'Symonds and Lieutenant W. E. Sewell 
as members and Lieutenant B. O. Scott as 
judge advocate. The court's proceedings 
are behind closed doors. The inquiry will 
be most exhaustive, and will even embrace 
the summoning of civilians residing in 
Vallejo. Commander Drake is one of the 
most popular officers in the navy. The 
cause of the disagreement has not been 
made public. The board adjourned Satur- 
day until 12 o'clock noon of Monday. It is 
not expected that the Albatross will leave 
the yard for some weeks to come. 

The court of inquiry that has been in 
session examining into the accident to one 
of the Monterey's boilers, with a view to 
ascertaining where the blame rests, has 
concluded its work and forwarded its re- 
port to the Secretary of the Navy. 

The Monterey left rather unexpectedly 
for Callao, as it had been expected she 
would remain here for some time. The re- 



port of the board of inspection was to the 
effect, however, that the Monterey was in 
good order and fit in all respects for an ex- 
tended cruise, and receipt of this report 
was followed by orders from the Navy De- 
partment to send the vessel to Peru. 

It is not expected by the Secretary of the 
Navy that the Monterey will leave the 
coast, yet contingencies may arise by the 
time she reaches Callao so that orders may 
be sent to her commander, Captain Francis 
J. Higginson, to proceed to New York via 
the Straits of Magellan. This would give 
ample opportunity to test the vessel's sea- 
going qualities. 

The Olympia, on her return from Santa 
Barbara, where she has gone to remain 
during the flower festival, and incidentally 
to have various tests made of her steaming 
capacities and battery qualities, may be 
ordered to Honolulu to relieve the Phila- 
delphia, and the flag of Admiral Beardsley 
may be hoisted at her peak. 

William O'Meara, the well-known mail- 
carrier at the Naval Hospital during the 
past eight months, will leave for Washing- 
ton Monday to obtain his discharge. He 
expects to assume duty in the customs 
service. 

Lieutenant Thomas Snowden, detached 
from the Monterey, is on temporary duty 
on the Bennington. 

Lieutenant Waldemar D.Rose, first watch 
officer on the Olympia, who has been quite 
sick during the past three weeks, reported 
for duty Saturday. 

Past Assistant Engineer Emil Theiss, 
detached from the Monterey, is still at the 
hospital under treatment for injuries re- 
ceived when the feed-pipe burst in the 
monitor's boiler-room. 

Lieutenant John E. Gann has been 
granted a three months' leave of absence. 

Pay Inspector W. W. Woodhull, who 
has but recently passed a successful ex- 
amination from the grade of paymaster to 
the above rank and title, will not came out 
to the navy-yard to assume duty as gen- 
eral storekeeper before the 1st of May. 

Lieutenant Frederick Singer, who is to 
come out from Washington to do duty on 
the coast, was here some years ago as ex- 
ecutive of the Independence. 



THE CUPICA AT ASTORIA, 

Arrival of the Overdue British 
Vessel and Joy of the Cap- 
tain's Friends. 



The Ship Was Out Two Hundred 
and One Days and Had a Rough 
Experience. 



ASTORIA, Or., April 7.— The long over- 
due British ship Cupica, with tin from 
Liverpool for Astoria, arrived in at 1 
o'clock this afternoon after a voyage of 
201 days. The docKs were lined with peo- 
ple, and no sooner had the Cupica dropped 
anchor than a score of Captain Casson's 
friends climbed over the side of the vessel 
and congratulated him upon his safe ar- 
rival. 

Captain Casson state ,u»' the vassal 

was delayed by storms that drove her out 
of her course, and by calms which lasted 
for days at a time. In the vicinity of 
Cape Horn 500 cases of tin were jettisoned 
and more would have followed had they 
not been compelled to batten down the 
hatches. Two sailors were injured by 
being thrown against the bulwarks miring 
a storm. Captain Casson says that when 
only two days out from Liverpool he 
feared h« would never reach his destina- 
tion. 

The arrival of the Cupica has placed the 
canneries at some inconvenience, as they, 
with one or two exceptions, had given the 
vessel up for lost and had duplicated their 
orders with American tin elate. The 
Cupica has 28,000 cases of tin on board. 



RICKARD'S SILVER FIGHT, 



Montana's Governor to Call the 
Pacific States Executives 
to a Conference. 



An Organized Effort to Be Made to 
Advance the Interests of 
White Metal. 



HELENA, Morrr., April 7.— Governor 
Rickards has inaugurated an educational 
campaign on the silver question, in line 
with plans formulated by himself and 
Hon. Thomas G. Merrill. The intention is 
to place bimetallic literature in the hands 
of the voters throughout the Union, this 
course being deemed more effective than 
any other plan of reaching the intellect 
and conscience of the citizens. 

The Governor has arranged for a confer- 
ence to perfect an organization which will 
be held at Salt Lake City May 15. He has 
sent a letter to the Governors of California, 
Oregon, Washington, Nevada, Idaho, Wy- 
oming, Utah, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Colorado asking them to appoint three 
delegates to the Salt Lake c onference. 

Alabama's Silver Party. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 7.-A silver 
party is the latest acquisition to political 
affairs in Alabama. In Athens. Living- 
ston County, 400 Democrats, Republicans 
and Populists met and banded themselves 
together in favor of the free coinage of sil- 
ver without any regard for party ties, and 
to supoort for office only such men as favor 
their views. _ 

THE IXCOME-TAX APPEALS. 

Conference of the Supreme Court Justices 
to Consider the Matter. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 7 A special 

to the World from Washington says : An 
extraordinary conference of the Justices of 
the United States 8upreme Court was held 
to-day to consider the income-tax appeals. 
Chief Justice Fuller's rough draft was 
further discussed and the decision is re- 
ported to have been reopened for argu- 
ment on certain features. This has given 
rise to the impression that the deadlock on 
the main points in the statute may be 
broken or the decision withheld for addi- 
tional modifica tions. _ 

Santa Ana's Dagger. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 7.-Hon. John 
A. Caldwell, Mayor of this city, has re- 
ceived by express from A. J. Houston of 
Texas, the son of the late celebrated Gen- 
eral Sam Houston, the dagger which was 
taken from General Santa Ana when he 
was captured by Sam Houston at the battle 
of 8an Jacinto, on April 21, 1836. This 
gift is to be presented to some museum in 
Cincinnati.

CAR-SEALER'S DISCOVERY 



Finds an Armed Man In a Car 
Who Answers Bandit Bra- 
dy's Description. 



SEARCHING THE CAPITAL CITY. 



Officers Are Hunting for the Stran- 
ger With the Revolvers Who 
Has Again Disappeared. 



USACRAMENTO, Cal., April 7.— The 
murderer of Sheriff Bogard made another 
abortive attempt to escape from Sacra- 
mento yesterday afternoon, but was 
foiled in his design by the vigilance of a 
car-sealer in the upper railroad yard. 

Shortly after the arrival of the overland 
freight train that arrives in Socramento at 
4 p. m., coming by way of Lodi, one of the 
car sealers, whose duty it is to inspect the 
doors and seals of the various freight cars, 
noticed that the tin seal of one of the cars 
was broken. He immediately threw open 
the door and as he did so he was con- 
fronted by a heavily built man, about 5 feet 
6 inches in height, who sprang from the 
interior of the car to the ground and with 
a muttered explanation that he had been 
locked in the car alone by mistake, walked 
rapidly in the direction of Twelfth street. 

As soon as the astonished car-sealer 
could recover his presence of mind, he gave 
the alarm, but before the detectives' and 
Sheriff's offices could be notified, all traces 
of the individual was lost. 

The man was dressed in blue overalls, 
light coat, small black derby hat and had a 
cartridge-belt filled with shells around his 
waist, with two larger revolvers thrust be- 
tween the belt and his person. It is now 
believed by local officers that the clew re- 
ceived by Sheriff Griffin of Yolo County 
yesterday stating that Sheriff Bogard's 
murderer would endeavor to leave this 
locality by way of Davisville, was given for 
the purpose of drawing their attention in 
that direction, while the real offender es- 
caped over the mountains. 

Another theory which has been ad- 
vanced is that the man made his way at 
night over the county road on his bicycle 
to a lone station where he abandoned his 
vehicle, broke the seal on the car door, and 
secreted himself In the interior, thinking 
in this way to pass through Sacramento 
without detection. Considerable excite- 
ment exists in the city over the discovery, 
and the officers are putting forth every en- 
deavor to obtain trace of him, but owing 
o their silence upon the subj ect it is im- 
possible to ascertain what success they are 
meeting with. In the meantime every 
portion of the city is being searched. 

;graxd army excampmbxt. 

Arranging the Programme of Entertain- 
ment at the Capital. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 7.— The 
local Grand Army posts are busily en- 
gaged in preparing for the department 
encampment to meet in this city on the 
22d of this month. Meetings were held 
to-day and the local programme mapped 
out. 

It is expected there will be 1000 Grand 
Army men here. Besides the encamp- 
ment there will be meetings of the Ladies 
of the Grand Army, the Women's Relief 
Corps and Sons of Veterans. Of these 
there will probably be 500 representatives 
of the Relief Corps, 300 Ladies of the 
Grand Army and 200 Sons of Veterans.

MURDERER'S FIERCE FIGHT 



A Jacksonville Desperado Fires 
on the Police and Kills 
One of Them. 



He Surrenders Only After He Has 
Wounded Three More of His 
Pursuers. 



JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 7.— Alex- 
ander Simms, alias Britt Glenn, alias Jim 
Charlie, a negro, shot and killed a young 
colored boy named Napoleon Stucks Satur- 
day night. The officers chased him about 
two miles to a barn in the eastern part of 
the city. 

When Simms saw he was discovered he 
opened fire with a pistol at the officers, 
who returned the fire. During the firing 
Policeman Minor was shot in the breast 
and killed almost instantly. Lieutenant 
Minor, his brother, was shot in the left leg. 
Two negroes who had joined in chasing 
Simms were shot in the hip, one fatally it 
is thought. 

Simms offered to give himself up if the 
lieutenant would consent not to kill him. 
This was agreed to and he gave up his re- 
revolver and came down. A large crowd 
gathered on the outside and wanted to 
lynch him at once, but the officer hustled 
his prisoner off to jail. As soon as the 
affair became noised about a large crowd 
congregated at the jail and threats of 
lynching were frequent. Finally it was 
announced that Simms would be taken to 
the county jail for safe-keeping, but in- 



stead the Sheriff put him aboard a train 
for 8t. Augustine, where he was placed in 
jail. 

MISS WICKES AX ACTRESS. 

The Daughter of a Pullman Vice-Pres- 
ident Makes Her Debut. 

MEMPHIS, Tens., April 7.— Miss Flor- 
ence Lillian Wickes, youngest daughter of 
the vice-president of the Pullman Palace 
Car Company of Chicago, made her debut 
on the professional stage last evening at 
the Lyceum Theater, appearing in "The 
Sign of the Cross" with the company of 
Wilson Barrett. 

"I can see nothing in connection with 
this move of Miss Wickes which should 
particularly interest the public," said Mr. 
Barrett this afternoon. "It came about 
solely through the instrumentality of the 
late theatrical manager, John W. Norton, 
who was my friend, and who was killed in 
a disastrous railroad wreck some weeks 
ago. He had requested me to give certain 
proteges of his trials and Miss Wickes was 
among the number.

SCORES CARDINAL GIBSONS 



A Pittsburg Preacher's Bitter 
Attack on the Catholic 
Prelate. 



He Denounces the Cardinal for His 
Remarks Concerning the Mob 
at Savannah. 



PITTSBURG, Pa., April 7.— Rev. J. T. 
McCrary, pastor of the Third U. P. Church, 
to-day delivered a scathing attack on Car- 
dinal Gibbons and his supposed justifica- 
tion of the mob in Savannah. Rev. Mr. 
McCrary is a man of extreme views and is 
a supporter of the blue laws. He was 
president of the Law and Order Society 
and directs the war against the Sunday 
papers. He quoted from the remarks of 
Cardinal Gibbons on the work of the mob 
and then said: 

"The Cardinal protests earnestly against 
his church being held responsible for the 
Spanish inquisition, yet we submit that it 
was more out of harmony with the senti- 
ment of the sixteenth century than the 
conduct of the mob with the closing years 
of the nineteenth. 

"He excuses and encourages violence. 
When the head of the church speaks of an 
offense as serious as the riot at Savannah 
anything short of the sternest, most un- 
equivocal condemnation of it will be en- 
couragement. He put Christianity to 
shame before the world. He claims to 
represent the largest body of Christians in 
the world, and yet has only soft words for 
men who would have murdered if they 
bad not been restrained by bayonets. 

"The Cardinal does not represent Chris- 
tianity. He is speaking for a system that 
cannot bear the light, and he would en- 
courage the suppression of truth though 
that require the silencing forever of the 
clearest voices that ever rung out on this 
western world." 

BAXK- ROBBERS' TRIAL. 

Hie Grisurold (Iowa) Suspects to Appear 
in United States Courts. 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa. April 7.— The 
Griswold bank-robbers will be tried by the 
United States court on the charge of steal- 
ing $600 in stamps. It has been suspected 
for some time that the Government would 
ultimately try the two men now in cus- 
tody, for its case is much stronger than 
the charge preferred against them in the 
State courts of assaulting Deputy Sheriff 
Nick O'Brien. 

There has been some uncertainty as to 
who tired the shots, but there is not the 
slightest uncertainty of all three of the 
men being concerned in the robbery of the 
bank. 

Smith and Wilson were brought into the 
courtroom yesterday afternoon to be ar- 
raigned. Their best friends would hardly 
have known them as they sat with their 
wrists bound together with handcuffs. 
Each man had let his beard grow. If 
Judge Woolson can find any way of com- 
pelling them to shave their beards but lit- 
tle doubt of their conviction is felt, but if 
the witnesses are compelled to swear that 
these grizzly veterans are the same sleek, 
smooth looking fellows they saw six weeks 
ago there is quite a possibility of their get- 
ting free. Both men in custody have 
claimed all along that they never saw one 
another until arrested. They will be tried 
this month. 

THE STORM IX COLORADO. 

Many Trains Are Blockaded and There 
Is Much Loss of Livestock. 

DENVER, Colo, April 7.— Not a train 
has arrived in Denver from the East to-day 
and all roads traversing the eastern por- 
tion of the State are still impassable as a 
result of the great storm of Friday. To- 
day has been warm and clear, melting all 
the snow remaining on the ground and the 
delay to trains now comes from sand on 
the tracks. Every cnt is filled, sometimes 
to the depth of from four to eight feet. 
Shovels and rotary plows are the only im- 
plements that can make any impression 
on the obstruction. 

A dispatch from Falcon reports that the 
rotary plow in clearing out a cut near there 
unearthed the body of a man buried in the 
sand on the track, probably having frozen 
to death. He has been identified as a 
herder from McLean's sheep ranch. 

The loss to livestock will be great, but 
no estimate can be made to-day. 

FLIGHT OF TRAIX-ROBBERS. 

The Desperadoes Fire the Prairie Grass 
to Obliterate Their Trail. 
WICHITA, Kass., April 7.— The Rock 
Island train-robbers are now in the Gloss 
Mountains region and have set the prairie 
on fire behind them in order to baffie their 
pursuers. There being a north wind the 
fire has covered an immense area and the 
marshal's posse cannot advance. 

Debs Returns to Terre Haute. 

TERRE HAUTE, Inc., April 7.— Presi- 
dent Debs of the American Railway Union 
returned from the Pacific Coast after a 
speech-making trip which began in Chi- 
cago February 2S and closed at Los Ang- 
eles, Cal., a week ago to-night. He says 
the union has been reorganized through- 
out that territory. In seven days on the 
westward trip Debs took 2200 members 
into the union in the West.

STOCKTON, Cal., April 7.— The survey- 
ing party of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railway arrived by steamer 
this morning. There are twelve men in 
the party under the direction of Assistant 
Engineer John A. Graham. 

Mr. Graham owns a large ranch in this 
county, near Woodbridge, and spent, most 
of the day there. When seen to-night he 
said that Chief Engineer Storey would be 
here to-morrow to personally direct some 
of the work of lay ; ng the lines for the 
road. 

To-morrow morning the first work will 
be commenced on the point of land be- 
tween Stockton and Mormon Channel, 
when the lines will be run on Weber ave- 
nue and thence around to Tule street. The 
surveys in the city will take at least a week 
and a half to complete and then the lines 
will be run from the city limits to the 
Stanislaus River. 

Engineer Graham said that it had not 
been definitely settled at just what point 
on the river and through what lands the 
surveys would be made, as the question of 
bridging the Stanislaus would cut a figure, 
and this point had not been decided upon, 
Engineer Storey while here will collect the 
necessary information to determine just 
where the lines will be run after leaving 
Stockton. 

Graham stated that preliminary lines 
out of the city would be run at once, but 
that they might be changed if a better 
route is suggested to the management of 
the roads. 

Subscriptions for the road from the 
poorer people and the working classes are 
coming in rapidly and one collector raised 
$3000 yesterday in small sums. The people 
are more enthusiastic now than they have 
been at any time in the history of the 
movement. 



JAP AX'S PEACE COXDITIOXS. 



Emperor of China. 

PARIS, Feanck, April 7.— It is stated on 
reliable authority that Japan has proposed 
the following conditions for the conclusion 
of peace : 

The independence of Corea; the cession 
of Southern Manchuria, including Port 
Arthur; the cession of the island of For- 
mosa: the opening of Chinese ports and 
river to omnmerce; the payment of in- 
demnity of 400,000,000 yen and the occupa- 
tion of a number of strategic points until 
the indemnity shall have been paid. 

SHIMONOSEKI, Japan, April 7. —The 
wound in the face of Li Hung Chang is 
now completely healed. The bandages 
were removed to-day. Prince Komatsu, 
commander-in-chief of the Japanese army 
and navy, will leave Hiroshima on Wednes- 
day. 

It is officially stated that Lieutenant 
Ching Fong has been appointed a Chinese 
peace plenipotentiary to assist Li Hung 
('hang. Japan has formally accepted him 
as an envoy. Ching Fong is a son of Li 
Hung Chang. 

Oscar Wilde in Prison. 

LONDON, Eng., April 7.— Oscar Wilde is 
suffering from insomnia. The prison sur- 
geon on Saturday night gave him a sleep- 
ing draught. It had no effect on him and 
he continued pacing his cell nearly all 
night long. He eats almost nothing, 
although he is allowed to have food sent 
to him from the outside. Another prisoner 
cleans his cell. He is not allowed tosmoke 
and is allowed to receive only a single vis- 
itor dailv.

PETALCM A, April 7.— Petaluma on the 
map, Petaluma, the name of a town called 
out by the trainmen, is about all many 
San Franciscans know of this thriving 
neighbor over the bay. Petaluma is just 
a short ride U|, the North Pacific Railroad, 
by way of Tiburon, or by water on the 
cheery little steamer Gold, which makes 
daily trips to and from San Francisco up 
Petaluma River. 

This town should be known and appre- 
ciated. Its advantages of healthful even 
climate, water transportation and the con- 
sequent low rates of travel and freight have 
brought an energetic population to Peta- 
luma and its vicinity. 

A large number of factories are in active 
operation, running almost at full force in 
spite of the general depression-throughout 
the country. 

The suburbs and country immediately 
tributary to the town are cut into small 
holdings for dairy and poultry-raising pur- 
poses. Here every day in the week is like 
a New England market day. The wide 
streets are thronged with the produce men 
who do their shipping from this point. 
Last year 1,020,000 eggs were shipped from 
the wharves on Petaluma River alone. 

The creameries of this vicinity turn out 
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golden rolls of butter, which have a ready 
market far and wide. Two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars worth of this butter 
was sent from this point during 1894. 

One of the latest markets open to Peta- 
luma creamery butter is New Orleans. 
About 500 squares are shipped to that far- 
away Southern city every weeek. The 
patent cream separator is in general use. 

The Burdell Creamery has established a 
receiving station for milk right here in the 
town for the convenience o# those who 
keep only a few cows. At this receiving 
station the milk is weighed and passed 
directly into the great can with its mys- 
terious machinery called the separator, 
out of which comes a stream of thick 
cream, which runs OTer a cooling table 
into- large cans for removal to Burdell's 
churning station. The separated milk is- 
sues from another part of this patent 
wonder at the same time. The milk, 
which is of the ordinary quality, is sold 
for a mere pittance or given back to the 
dairymen. 

The farmers and dairymen are paid ac- 
cording to the butter fat contained in their 
milk. This is ascertained through certain 
tests which are made each week. The 
creamery system is a great blessing to all 
who keep a small number of cows, as they 
receive the wholesale market price for 
their butter fat without the trouble of 
making and marketing. Mr. Burdell 
handles 10,000 pounds of milk each week 
at the town station alone. 

In this poultry-raising center is found 
the largest incubator manufactury in this 
or any other country. L. C. Byce, the 
chief owner and manager of the Petaluma 
Incubator Company, is the genius who 
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large city markets. The incubators turned 
out by Mr. Horwege are particulurly 
worthy of notice. 

The only silk mill west of Michigan is 
here in Petaluma. The large 1600 spin 
ning-spindle mill of the Carlson-Currier 
Company is one of the chief industries of 
the town. Their large brick factory, with 
complete modern equipment, has a ca- 
pacity for working 200 people. About 100 
men and women take the raw silk through 
all the various processes, and the output is 
an almost endless variety of knitting, spool 
and embroidery thread. 

The spooling and boxing department 
shows the gorgeous result of spindles and 
dyes. Here is seen threads oi all degrees, 
from the finest sewing-thread to the rope 
embroidery floss, in all the various colors 
and almost infinite number of shades. 

F. W. Brown, the practical superintend- 
ent of the large factory, who has every de- 
tail of the complicated work under bis 
supervision, said they had to turn to 
China and Japan for their raw silk supply, 
silk culture having not as yet been brought 
up to any degree of commercial considera- 
tion in this country. In this State, where 
the mulberry trees and silkworms would 
thrive so well, it seems strange that so 
congenial an industry is neglected. 

The Carlson-Currier is an incorporated 
company with a paid up capital stock of 
$150,000. J. P. Currier is now president 




has originated and constructed the in;u- 
bator which has reached the enormous 
sale of 12,000 in fifteen years. Mr. Byce 
uses his own inventions exclusively, and 
to-day has the satisfaction of knowing that 
the Petaluma is the only incubator that 
has successfully hatched ostrich eggs. 
The sales are consequently large in the 
South African and the Southern Cali- 
fornia ostrich farm countries. Mr. Byce 
has recently opened a branch factory in 
Los Angeles, and contemplates opening 
two other like establishments during the 
coming year in Portland, Or., and Salt 
Lake City. Mr. Byce is a student of 
chicken culture, and is constantly advanc- 
ing new ideas in their care. In his factory 
depository one finds every conceivable ap- 
pliance incident to the industry. In the 
commercial, social and fraternal life of 
Petaluma, L. C. Byce is an active quantity. 

The making of incubators is a lucrative 
business in this locality. Several men are 
making good incubators and a good living 
at the same time, manufacturing these 
chicker.-hatching machines, which have 
become a necessity, in order to supply the 



and W. W. Stanford the treasurer. The 
city oftices of the company are at 6 and 8 
Sutter street, San Francjsco. This silk 
factory, employing 100 people, is of great 
material benefit to the trades people of 
the town. 

Petaluma has the only steam saddle- 
tree factory in the State, outside that of 
Main it Winchester in San Francisco. 

A. W. Hornege <fc Co. have quite an ex- 
tensive establishment. Their specialty is 
the iron horn saddle-trees used on the 
plainB. The superiority of the iron-horns 
over the natural fork saddle-trees is beyond 
compare. The natural fork saddle-trees 
are turned out by Mr. Hornege in large 
numbers for the light pleasure-riding pur- 
poses, but his main trade is with the men 
of the cattle ranges who use the iron fork 
exclusively. In answer to the question as 
to whether times were good and sales nu- 
merous, Mr. Hornege said that his firm, 
with all the other firms in the line of sad- 
dles and harness, had to contend with the 
convict laborof the Western Middle States. 
He affirmed that for saddle-trees alone 
$75,000 a year was sent out of the State by 
jobbers and middlemen, who buy the con- 
vict labor product because they can get it 
cheaper. 

The same complaint in regard to the 
consumption of foreign manufactured 
goods is made by a small, but thoroughly 
well equipped, shoe factory here in Peta- 
luma, which make a specialty of substan- 
tial shoes for men and boys. Eastern 
shoes of a showy character, which can be 
bought and sold at a less price because 
made of inferior leather are crowding this 
iittle Petaluma factory cruelly. 

The Sonoma Preserve Company, located 
here, has again been put in active opera- 
tion, and will continue to put the same 
high-grade ketchups, pickles, sauces, jel- 
lies and preserves on the market. In home- 
made tomato ketchup they are above all 
competition, having secured first prizes at 




all the great expositions, including the 
World's Fair at Chicago. 

The lumber interests are in a healthy, 
active condition. The two large planing- 
milis located here so report. JohnCav- 
anagh, an old resident, is a large dealer in 
Humboldt redwood and Oregon pine. He 
turns out light and heavy millwork to 
order. 

8. J. Hopkins, who has a large yard, 
makes a specialty of all kinds of liouse- 
turnUhings, besides carrying a heavy stock 
of all sorts of well-seasoned lumber. 

The Eagle Milling Company, located 
near the wharves of Petaluma, is one of 
most extensive, well-managed plants in 
the State. Their schooners and barges go 
up the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
loaded with all the heavy staples and re- 
turn laden with grain. The output of 
flour and meal of the Eagle Mills is second 
to none on the coast. 

George McNear of the warehouse, whole- 
sale and retail dealer in all the heavy sta- 
ples and owner of tne steamer Gold, is une 
of the chief business men of this busy 
town. Mr. McNear has done much for the 
town by building attractive houses for 
renting purposes. The wharf and river 
improvements due to his intelligent energy 
are of much value to this entire locality. 

Two banks, that of Wickersham & Co., 
with I. G. Wickersham as president, and 
the Sonoma Bank, of which Frank H. Den- 
man is manager and cashier, give a sub- 
stantial backing to the commercial life of 
the community. 

Mr. Wickersham has been identified 
with the financial life of the communitv 
for more than thirty years. 

The streets of the town are wide. The 
stores are attractive and quite metropolitan 
in appearance, particularly in the evening, 
when brilliantly lighted by electricity.

Surely it is a 
noble philanthropy. 

Petaluma has one of the best public 
libraries in the State. The nucleus came 
in the shape of a gift of the Odd Fellows' 
library about eighteen years ago. The 
library and reading-room occupies one 
corner of the handsome Town Hall build- 
ing.

Instantly. 



WICHITA, Kakb., April 7.— A horrible 
tragedy occurred on the steps of the Lin- 
coln-street church as the congregation was 
walking out of the building after the 
services were over about noon to-day. On 
the sidewalk in front of the church Walter 
Scott fired a bullet into the brain of his 
wife and she fell at his feet a corpse. 
While the people stood aghast at the ter- 
rible deed Scott placed the muzzle of the 
revolver in his mouth and sent a bullet 
crashing through the roof of his mouth 
into his brain and he fell dead almost 
within reach of the remains of his wife. 

At the sight of the bloody tragedy two or 
three women fainted and much excitement 
prevailed. Both bodies were taken to an 
undertaker. 

When Mrs. Scott was shot she was with 
her brother. Mr. and Mrs. Scott were 
married about two years ago. She was 17 
and he 19. They separated about a year 
ago, she going to her father's house and he 
going to Kansas City. 8cott returned to 
Wichita a week ago. He went to church 
to-day and as he walked out asked his wife 
if she would return to him, and upon her 
refusal Rent a bullet into her brain. Both 
are well conne cted. 

SEVERE STORM IX GEORGIA. 

Hail as Big as Egg; Rain and a Hur- 
ricane Descend on Farms. 

ATHENS, Ga.. April 7.— This section of 
Georgia was visited by a destructive hail 
storm within the last twenty-four hours. 
Hailstones as large as hen's eggs de- 
scended and wrought great damage to 
fruit and garden plants. 

The rain fell heavily and was accompanied 
by a strong wind. It is thought that the 
storm will prove one of the worst that has 
occurred in ye ars. 

K. of P. Funds"in a Collapsed Rank. 

LIMA, Ohio. April 7.— The City National 
Bank of Fort Worth, Tex., contained 
$140,000 belonging to the Endowment Rank 
of the Knights of Pythias. Supreme Chan- 
cellor Ritchie says the funds are amply se- 
cured and that 'the order has abundant 
funds in other quarters to meet all obliga- 
tions. 



LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 7. — The 
spectacle of an honorable member of the 
Arkansas Legislature, livid with rage, spit- 
ting in the face of the Governor of this 
Commonwealth, quickly returned by a vio- 
lent emissary of executive saliva upon the 
features of the lawmaker and a flourish of 
firearms in the hands of the Governor, was 
witnessed in the lobby of Gleason's Hotel 
here this afternoon, and was the result of 
the sensational charges of bribery in con- 
nection with the commission bill sprung 
in the House of Representatives yesterday 
by Representative Yancey of Phillips 
County. 

Jones of Marion County, one of the 
principals of this affair, rose to a point of 
personal privilege and denounced Governor 
Clark as being at the bottom of the charges. 
He said that Governor Clark was a dema- 
gogue and was going around like the assas- 
sin in the night, stabbing in the back men 
who were his peers. 

This afternoon Governor Clark went into 
the lobby of Gleason's Hotel and requested 
an interview with him. Mr. Jones replied 
that he would accompany the Governor 
nowhere, and if the Governor had any- 
thing to say to him he must make it 
known then and there. Hot words fol- 
lowed, and in a fit of anger Jones spat in 
the Governor's face. Governor Clark, 
trembling with anger, returned the insult, 
and, quick as a flash had drawn his re- 
volver; and the difficulty might have re- 
sulted in bloodshed but for the quick 
action of by-standers, who disarmed Gov- 
ernor Clark. 

The Governor was later arrested by a 
Constable and released on his own recog- 
nizance. He will, he says, plead guilty to 
the charge of assault. Further trouble 
may ensue. 

In a statement of the occu rrence given 
out to-night Representative Jones said: 

I had just left the dining-room after dinner 
at Gleason's Hotel and taken a seat in the 
office on the west side, facing the east wall, 
and was quietly smoking a cigar, not expect- 
ing any trouble. Suddenly 1 heard the front 
door open very abruptly, and on looking 
around I saw Governor Clark enter the office. 
1 saw from his countenance that he meant 
trouble. I vacated my chair about the time he 
reached me. The Governor in a very abrupt 
manner said : "Come bark here with me," and 
at the same time motioned toward the rear. 1 
was totally unarmed and felt that he intended 
to kill me. 

1 said : "No, I will not do it. If yon have 
anything tojsay to me; you can say it here." 

He then caught me by the right arm with his 
left hand, and repeated the command to go to 
the rear of the office, at the same time pulling 
me a step or two. I then stopped and again 
declined his invitation in language exactly as 
repeated above. He then deliberately spat in 
my lace. I returned the insult by spitting in 
his face. When I did this he let loose of my 
arm and made for his pistol. I saw that my 
only chance was to knock him down, and I 
struck at him with all my might with my left 
band. He sprang back toward the door, and 
ray blow failed to reach him. He was reach- 
ing for his pistol. I sprang and grappled with 
him and caught him around the waist, press- 
ing both arms to his side, but leaving his arms 
free to act from the elbow down. By thia time 
he had his pistol drawn. Just then Represen- 
tative Robert* sprang in and grabbed the 
weapon. He struggled to free the gun, while 
the Governor said: "Turn that pistol loose." 
Roberts declined, when the Governor said: 
" you, Roberts, turn that pistol loose." 

About this time some ong grabbed me around 
t lie waist. I requested that the pistol be taken 
from Clark and then release him. Robert* and 
Tope declined. I then said: "Give me a pistol 
and turn him loose with his weapon." 

When the Governor saw that he was overpow- 
ered he requested Tope to turn the pistol loose 
and said: "1 will not kill him. I promise you 
positively that I will not kill him." 

Senator Ward then requested me to release 
my hold on the Governor and asked me to go 
to my room, saying that he would lake care of 
Governor Clark. Finally I did go to my room, 
remaining there ten seconds, and returned to 
the office, but the Governor was gone. 

Governor Clark say s he does not care to 
discuss the trouble through the public 
press further than to say that he did not 
go to the hotel with a view of making trou- 
ble, but only to tell Mr. Jones that he 
must desist from lugging his name into 
controversies existing between members 
of the House. The trouble which followed 
was not of his making. 



LATTER- OAX SAINTS. 

Sunday Observed With the Sarrament by 
Conrention Delegates. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 7.— The eld- 
ers and delegates who are attending the 
conference of the Reorganized Church of 
Jesus Christ, Latter-day Saints, at Inde- 
pendence, spent the day attending the dif- 
ferent services arranged for the Sabbath. 
The first service was the social meeting at 
9 a. M. conducted by Elders Pitt and Rog- 
ers. It waB followed at 11 o'clock by the 
annual sermon, delivered by the venerable 
head of the church, Joseph Smith. The 
sacrament was administered during the 
morning service. 

There is always the greatest interest in 
the service conducted by the aged presi- 
dent, and this one, being held in the 
church io near the site of "temple lot," 
where the new temple is to be erected, was 
especially interesting and impressive. 

The Saints attending the conference feel 
that the general public is prejudiced 
against them and their churches on ac- 
count of the departure by a certain sect of 
the church from the original doctrines of 
the church. In speaking to-day on this 
subject, Elder Sheeny said: "We are not 
well understood in many places and people 
have a feeling against us that proper infor- 
mation will certainly remove. We believe 
that God is too good to damn humanity, 
and we believe that humanity is very much 
too good to be damned. Our doctrines are 
in many respects not very different from 
those of other churches. We have some 
points similar to the Presbyterian Church, 
and others similar to other churches. We 
have a theology plainly defined, and our 
teachings are for the betterment of human- 
ity and the promotion of all good." 

The services of the conference will con- 
tinue during the week. Each morning 
there will be religious exercises, and each 



afternoon business sessions and preaching 
at night. There are some important busi- 
ness matters coming up during the week. 

It is expected that some interesting reve- 
lations are to be made during the gather- 
ing as the sessions continue from day to 
day. 

MURDERED HIS SOX-IX-LAW. 

A Young Man in Indiana Killed by a 
Hard Blow. 

LA PORTE, Ind., April 7.— A murder 
was committed here at an early hour this 
morning, the victim being Henry Farn- 
heim, a house-painter, about 25 years of 
age, whose death resulted from a single 
blow from his father-in-law's fist. 

Farnheim had for a long time terrorized 
his young wife, being especially abusive 
when drinking, and sjje. as well as her 
father's family, stood in deadly fear of him. 

About 1 o'clock this morning, while in- 
toxicated, he went to his home, where both 
families live in a double house. He at 
once commenced to abuse his wife and 
finally choked her. Her screams awakened 
her father, Jacob Ott, and as he entered 
the door she warned him to be careful, as 
her husband was armed with a hammer. 
Without further ado" Ott Btruck him a 
powerful blow on the head with his fist, 
knocking him senseless. He soon revived, 
however, but commenced to spit blood, 
and his death ensued about an hour later. 
Ott voluntarily surrendered himself to the 
officers and was locked up. Young Farn- 
heim 's brother was kilhd here a few years 
ago by being stabbed while engaged in a 
midnight row. 

LAKE MICHIGAN ICE. 

Green Bay Is Piled Thirty Feet High. 
Along Its Shores. 

MENOMINEE, Mich., April 7.- The 
heavy northeast wind continues and the 
ice in Green Bay is piling up on the shore 
in some places thirty feet high. Several 
additional docks were displaced to-day. 

The Ann Arbor track, between the slip 
and the St, Paul track, is covered with ice 
in some places twenty feet high, com- 
pletely eutting off traffic in the yards, 
while more or less damage has been done 
to warehouses, barns and boathouses. 
Should the wind continue long from the 
present quarter the damage to property 
will be great. The body of the ice extends 
out into the bay a distance of twenty and 
thirty miles and is from twelve to sixteen 
inches thick. 



CLEVELAND IN ANGER. 



Farmers in a Drouth-Stricken 
Districts Are Jubilant Over 
the Downpour. 



It Gives Promise of an Abundance 
of Crops in Many 
Counties. 



OMAHA, Nebr, April 7.-From all 
parts of the Slate messages have been re- 
ceived telling of the heavy rains and snow 
and the consequent happiness of the 
farmers and business men. Songs of praise 
are especially going up from the heart of 
the drouth-stricken region of last year. 
There the rain has been the most abundant. 
From Nuckolls County west, taking in the 
vast area covered by the counties of 
Adams, Webster, Franklin, Kearney, Har- 
lan, Buffalo, Dawson, Phelps, Furnas, 
Frontier, Red Willow, Lincoln, Hayes, 
Hitchcock, Chase, Dundy, Perkins and 
Keith, and. in fact, across the State to the 
northern boundary, the precipitation has 
been sufficient to satisfy the most carping 
critic. 

Where discouragement abounded a week 
ago hope has resumed her sway and driven 
out evil forebodings, replacing them with 
confidence and trust. 

But not only has Nebraska been blessed 
by the copious showers, but the dried-up 
counties along the Kansas, Colorado and 
South Dakota borders have been wetted to 
an extent in excess of any experienced in 
two years. In the northwestern counties 
ten inches of snow have fallen, greatly de- 
laying railroad traffic. 

NEBRASKA'S DISTRESS. 

None of the Relief Bonds Hare Been Sold 
to the Bankers. 

OMAHA, Nebr., April 7. — New York 
and Chicago bankers have refused to 
handle the $200,000 warrants issued by 
Nebraska until they are passed upon by 
the Supreme Court. They request that the 
Attorney-General obtain a pro forma re- 
cognition from the Supreme Court, after 
which the bond-buyers will likely accept 
them. As this is not likely to be done, the 
only thing left for the State to do will be 
to cash them out of the school funds and 
hold them at 5 per cent interest. 

Up to date not one of these warrants has 
been sold. President Nason estimates that 
it will require about sixty days to close up 
the accounts of the bureau. He says that 
with the exception of garden seed the 
warehouse is pretty well cleaned out. A 
corps of girls is now engaged in sorting 
and packing seeds for distribution. There 
are twenty-live carloads of seed-wheat en 
route from Pennsylvania. 

Western Farmers Seek Homes in the South. 

RALEIGH, N. C, April 7.— Ninety-three 
farmers from Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas 
and Illinois are now in the southeastern 
part of this State looking for lands. They 
are an advance guard of a large number of 
intending settlere. 

Spartansbiirg adds another cotton mill, 
$200,000 having been subscribed. It will 
have 12,000 spindles. 

Mahone in Financial Trouble. 

PETERSBURG, Va., April 7.-General 
William Mahone has made a deed of trust 
which has been recorded in the office of 
the corporation court. The deed conveys 
the general's palatial residence in Peters- 
burg, with all his household goods and a 
lot on Guaranty street, together with other 
estate. The deed is made to secure the 
holder of certain notes amounting to $80,- 
850. One of these who is secured by the 
deed is Miss JOtelia B. Mahone, a daughter 
of General Mahone, for $6fi,000. 

Robber William Connors Captured. 

DENVER, Colo., April 7.— William Con- 
nors, leader of the gang of bandits which 
terrorized Glenwood Springs aud robbed a 
gambling-house of $615, has been captured 
in this city. He has confessed and re- 
turned about two-thirds of the booty. The 
other two members of the gang were cap- 
tured ot Aspen Junction. 

Prayer for Grecian Liberty. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 7.— The an- 
niversary of the Greek declaration of in- 
dependence was celebrated in an informal 
manner at noon to-day in the Greek 
Orthodox Church. There was no sermon. 
The congregation simply offered up a 
silent prayer for the preservation of 
Grecian liberty. 

Receiver for the Findlay Rolling Mill. 

FINDLAY, Ohio, April 7.— John D. 
Briggs of Cleveland was yesterday appoint- 
ed receiver of the Findlay Rolling Mill 
Company, whose affairs were wound up 
last week in an attachment for $40,000.

Characterizes the Preacher as 
a Disseminator of Lies and 
Calumnies. 



CALLS THE ATTACK AN OUTRAGE 



The Executive Rises and Resents 
the Statement That He Is 
Intemperate, 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7. -When 
the report of a speech made in a Methodist 
conference at Salem, Mass., by Rev. Lan- 
sing, and his subsequently published in- 
terview accusing the Tresident of intem- 
perance, was shown to Mr. Cleveland this 
evening he said»with considerable warmth : 

"This is simply an outrage, though it is 
not the first time a thing of this kind has 
been attempted. I cannot avoid a feeling 
of indignation that any man who makes 
claims to decency, and especially one who 
assumes the role of a Christian minister, 
should permit himself to become a dissem- 
inator of wholesale lies nnd calumnies not 
less stupid than they are cruel and wicked. 

"I easily recall other occasions when 
those more or less entitled to be called 
ministers of the Gospel have been instru- 
mental in putting into circulation the most 
scandalous falsehoods concerning my con- 
duct and character. The elements or fac- 
tors of the most approved outfit for placing 
a false aud barcfaed accusation before 
the public appear to be first some one with 
baseless motives sufficient to invent; 
second, a minister with more gullibility 
and love of notoriety than piety, greedily 
willing to listen to it and gobble it; and 
third, a newspaper anxiously willing to 
publish it. 

"For the sake of the Christian religion, I 
am thankful that these scandal-monger 
ministers are few. I am glad the American 
people love fair play and justice, and that 
in spite of all efforts to mislead them they 
arc apt to form a correct estimate of the 
character and labors of their public ser- 
vants." 



CHOLERA IS DECREASING. 

Rio de Janeiro Statements Received by 
Surgeon-General Wyman. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7.— The re- 
port of Surgeon-General Wyman for this 
week, shows that cholera is decreasing in 
Austro-Hungary, and that it has entirely 
disappeared from Galicia and Prussian 
Silesia. Dr. Cleary, United States Sani- 
tary Inspector at Rio Janeiro, reports a 
general decrease of cholera in Brazil, ex- 
cept in the State of Kspirito Lanto, where 
there has been a marked increase, ninety 
cases occurring in one week in two vil- 
lages. It appears, it says, to be following 
the course of the Paralhyba River, and to 
be slowly moving northward from the 
stream. 

Dr. Cleary thinks it safe to say that there 
will be no epidemic of yellow fever in Rio 
this year, as the cool season is very near, 
and he says that whenever in previous 
years there has been no great number of 
cases up to this time, it never appears to 
any great extent. 

J. W. Wright of the United States Inter- 
national Navigation Company advises Dr. 
Wyman that the American line for the 
New York-Southampton and Philadelphia- 
Liverpool services have made arrange- 
ments to have all of their passengers from 
Russia admitted to the stations at Illowo, 
Ottlctschin, Prostellen, Eydtkuhnen and 
Liajoren, in order that they may pass the 
same vigorous examination and at the 
same time have their baggage properly 
disinfected, which it is believed will pre- 
vent the importation of any infectious dis- 
eases by this line. 

Dr. L. P. Gibson, acting assistant sur- 
geon at Little Rock, reports that it is most 
difficult to obtain trustworthy reports 
from Hot Springs in regard to the small- 
pox. He says: "It takes several days to 
ascertain the facts from week to week. 
From private but reliable sources I quote 
the following: The Board of Health re- 
ported nothing for last week. There are 
thirty-eight cases to my knowledge and I 
have reason to think there are more. They 
report none in the city and I saw twenty- 
seven." 

ft EST INDIA OX SUGAR. 

The Bounty System Is Considered Detri- 
mental to Production of the Article. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7.— Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassa- 
dor, has furnished to the Department of 
State a copy of a circular issued by the 
West India Committee of London concern- 
ing sugar production. The Ambassador 
explains that it is not to be regarded as an 
expression of opinion by his government 
of the committee's views. 

The circular calls attention to the fact 
that the sugar industry, beet as well as 
cane, is passing through a crisis of the 
most serious description, andexpresses the 
hope that in attempting to provide a rem- 
edy the various governments should avoid 
taking any steps which may aggravate the 
crisis instead of relieving it. It is shown 
that while the production is increasing at 
the rate of a million tons per annum the 
consumption grows slowly at the rate of 
only 250,000 tons per annum. Naturally 
prices are depressed, and the bounty sys- 
tem is ascribed as the cause of this state of 
affairs. Therefore it advises the entire 
abolition of the bounty and the stimula- 
tion of consumption by the reduction of 
the duties levied, which are excessive in 
Europe and prevent the people as a whole 
from using sugar. 

FRENCH WIN E ME N ALARMED. 
California Vintage Looked Upon With 
Disfavor by Foreign Competitors. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7.-The 
French wine manufacturers are becoming 
alarmed at American competition. In an 
extract from the Commercial Journal, pub- 
lished in Paris, after describing the year's 
vintage in California as inferior in quality 
andindifferentinyield.it says that since 
the Neal tariff, lowering the entry in the 
duties on wine imported to the United 
States from abroad, efforts have been 
made in California to organise a powerful 
syndicate, whose duty it is to struggle by 
every possible means against foreign com- 
petition, and especially against the compe- 
tition of French wines. It is not that the 
quantity of disposable wines or pecuniary 
motives are wanting, but owing to the an- 
tagonism arising from the producers on 
one side and the agents on the other this 



enormous engine of industrial war does 
not seem to operate for a good while yet. 

In looking over the last annual report of 
the State Viticultural Board of California 
for the years 1893 and 1894 the conclusion 
is arrived at that the wine-growing induj- 
try of California has been for several years 
in a state of stagnation; that there has 
been an excess of production; that the 
price of the wine has been lower, although 
the improvement with a view to increasing 
the consumption and open new markets 
for it have been constant and real and have 
resulted in a general demand for California 
products. 

CONS UMPTI VES' RES ORT. 

A Consular Agent Sags the Orange Fret 
States Is the Place. 

WASHINGTON, D. Or, April 7.— A new 
resort has been discovered in the Orange 
Free States, South Africa. United States 
Agent Lanfgraff, in a report to the depart- 
ment, talks of the beneficial results experi- 
enced by persons who have tried it, and 
adds: 

"No country on earth can rank with the 
Orange Free States as a health resort. Mr. 
Patterson had been all over the world and 
nowhere else found any relief. I could 
give numbers of similar cases, and that so 
few people have come here is due to the 
fact that the Orange Free States is so 
little known and in most parts of the 
world believed to be a desert, inhabited by 
brutal natives and wild beasts. Living hi 
rather expensive, and persons coming here 
can command Irom $50 to $H0 per month. 
A family of four or live persons can live 
nicely on $1500 per year. Persons whose 
lungs are far gone should travel by stages 
from the sea to the Orange Free States. 

DUTIES IN NICARAGUA. 

The English Government May Suggest 
the Collection of Revenue. 

WASHINGTCN, D. C, April 7.— Secre- 
tary Morton thinks the purpose of the 
English Government in sending a battle- 
ship to the Nicaraguan coast is to enforce 
the demand which will soon be made for 
indemnification on account of the expul- 
sion of Consul Hatch and it is expected 
the Royal Arthur will take the matter in 
hand and secure the indemnification by 
collecting the customs duties on Nicara- 
guan imports. 

In that event he thinks Nicaragua's 
wisest course would be to convene and 
pass a law for the admission of all impor- 
tations free of duty. 

In conclusion he said: The other nations 
would never consent that their exporters 
to Nicaragua should pay duty to England 
in the absence of a tariff in Nicaragua* and 
England's policy would be effectively 
blocked." 

General I'arnsworth's Remains. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7.— The re- 
mains of General J. D. Farnswort h oi New 
York, who died here last night, will be 
taken to] Albany to-morrow, where the 
funeral services will be held Wednesday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in St. Peter's Church. 



Wife Murder in a Pennsylvania Town. 

PITTSTON, Pa., April 7.-The village of 
Hamtown, near this city, is excited over 
the murder of Mrs. George Windish, a 
woman 50 years of age, who was found 
dead to-day in a clothes-closet on the 
second floor of her home. There were 
wounds on the side of the head and the 
skull had been fractured. Near the body 
was found a chisel, and on the floor of the 
room lay several pieces of clothing stained 
with blood. These were identified as hav- 
ing belonged to the woman's husband, who 
is missing. It issupposed that the murder 
occurred last Thursday night, as the couple 
had not been seen since that time.

General 
Martinez Campos with a couple of million 
dollars in cash, a lot of troops and a large 
personal influence is bending sail here. 
Great will be the day and large the occa- 
sion when Campos again sets foot on 
Cuban soil to put down another rebellion. 
The people here areexpecting him ami an- 
ticipate with anxious interest his coming. 
To an onlooker the interest among official 
people seems to come from an anticipa- 
tion of the pageant and the clatter of 
bright metal more than from any con- 
sciousness that Campos is needed here. 
Havana, always accustomed to militia, has 
not been vividly impressed by the landing 
of troops from i?pain. The suppression of 
•f the Havana papers results in ignorance 
of details..if not of facts, of the eastern dis- 
tricts, and so while the people look on and 
are interected in the show before them 
they feel they have no possible part in the 
matter, and are, indeed, quite content to 
leave all fatigue of activity to those who 
must act. 

Meanwhi> during the week there will 
be lesser aversion furnished by the arrival 
of about 2000 more .Spanish troops. At 
any moment now the steamer Pan Ignacio 
de* Loyola, from Cadiz, with 1140 men, and 
tbe Ciudad de Santander, from Curuna, 
With 845 men. may enter the harbor. 

The Spanish cruiser Sanchez Barcaezete- 
gui entered the burbot here yesterday and 
left to-day. The utmost vigilance is exer- 
cised by the Government to prevent the 
landing in Cuba of the rebel leaders who 
are in other parts. The Government espe- 
cially definitely desires to intercept Maceo, 
who the officials profess to believe has 
not effected a landing. There is positive 
information in this city, however, that 
Maceo is now on the island and- that the 
other leaders will come later. 

This Cuban negro Maceo is a veteran of 
the last revolution, and is said to be an able 
man, a shrewd tactician In the chaparrel 
and brave He is to the official house here 
the "bogie man" of the insurrection. All 
the movements of the rebels make proof 
that the plan announced in these dis- 
patches and the one laid out by their lead- 
ers is being consistently followed. 

This is a waiting campaign. They ap- 
pear and disappear. They make a sortie 
against some village and if troops appear 
they hustle away out of sight. They have 
alarmed the inhabitants and they have 
harassed the troops, whose officer tele- 
graphs the Governor-General that his 
men bravely met "a group" and routed 
the enemy, who "ran away.'' 

It is a fact that there are on this island 
to-day between 5000 and fiQOO rebels who 
have rifles and cartridges within their 
reach. The Government may scout this 
statement, but it holds. The leaders know- 
better than to openly oppose their 5000 or 
6000 men against superior forces, when 
climate and sickness are relied upon as al- 
lies later on. 

••Why don't the rebels pitch in and do 
something before all the Spanish troops 
are here?" is a question asked by oppo- 
nents of the rebellion here. The answer is 
that while engaging the forces now here 
the rebels would suffer to such a degree as 
not to be rapidly mended, and upon their 
weakened force would be a constant in- 
crease of more fresh troops from Spain. 

"Let Spain get here all she intends to 
send, and then we will play hide-and-seek 
with them, aided by climatic conditions. 
We can combine all our forces and strike a 
decisive blow at the sick and climate-worn 
forces of Spain." 

That is about the reply the insurgents 
would make to criticism of their lack of 
aggressive activity. Already the Govern- 
ment troops are scouring through Man- 
sanillo, and Colonel Santocilde has just 
telegraphed the Governor here as to what 
action shall be taken in the event of the 
rebels in big or little groups desiring to 
surrender. Clearly Santocildeexpects suc- 
cess for his army. Troops are being sent to 
guard the plantations.

A Traveler From i nba Till* of a Fight 
in Whirh i ,. .... » .„. 

TAMPA, Kla., April 7.-A large number 
of passengers arrived by the steamer Mas- 
cot this evening from Havana. From 
them the details of the late events in con- 
nection with the revolution were learned. 

A Cuban ma!:es the statement that an 
effort was made last Wednesday night to 
plunge Havana into darkness by cutting 
the electric wires at the central lighting 
station, in the next building to which was 
stored a quantity of powder. The wire- 
cutters were surprised by the soldiers and 
police and were obliged to flee. Kerosene 
cans well filled and other incendiary ma- 
terial were found where the men had been 
working, near the powder storage. The 
supposition is that as soon as the city be- 
came dark the powder was to have been 
exploded and other overt acts committed. 

During the stay of tbe steamer at Key 
West the Havana passengers learned of 
the belief among Key West sympathizers 
that a plan was afoot to assassinate Mar- 
tinez Campos on his arrival at Havana. 
This plan wag being matured on the 
assumption that Campos will land at Ha- 
vana on his arrival "about the 15th inst. 
He will not do so, however, as he will first 
touch Puerto Rico. A full statement of 
the affairs on the bland of Cuba will be 
Bent to Puerto Rico by Government 
officials, who will meet Campos, and from 
these he will determine at what point in 
Cuba he will land. He will probably dis- 
embark at Santiago de Cuba, where he will 
establish headquarters and begin the cam- 
paign. 

Among the arrived passengers is a mer- 
chant of Hayti, who disembarked at San- 
tiago de Cuba, where he remained two 
days. He saw much of the Spanish troops 
camped there and arriving at Santiago. 
He states that they are mostly wretched 
appearing, many being boys, some scarcely- 
able to carry a gun. This merchant says 
that while he was there it was reported 
the rebels were about to attack the out- 



skirts of the town, and 1000 newly arrived 
Spanish troops were led out to meet the 
rebels. The encounter occurred near the 
city and only 600 of the 1000 troops re- 
turned therefrom. Three hundred and 
twenty were killed, wounded or captured 
by the rebels. 

No news of this engagement had been 
given by the Havana authorities up to Sat- 
urday last, nor was it referred to by arriv- 
ing insurgents. A Cuban from the eastern 
end of the island, who is in close touch 
with occurences in the disturbed districts 
and who is advised of the plans of the 
rebel leaders in whose behalf he journeys, 
states that Maceo and his party is much 
larger than is believed. He says the 
schooner Honore, which landed the party, 
was filled with arms and ammunition. 
Cubans make the statement that Maceo 
and hiB party landed on March 27 instead 
of St, as given out by the Government offi- 
cials at Havana. Captain Periquito also 
has joined the Cuban cause. He is a 
nephew of the Spanish general known as 
' The Tiger." 

From a rebel emissary who has arrived 
here the plan of apportionment of most of 
the notable rebel leaders is stated thus: 

Chief Antonio Maceo will proceed to the 
province of Santiago, Rafaelo Rodiguez to 
Camaguey, of which Puerto Principe is 
the capital, and Maximo Gomez, when he 
arrives, if he has not already done so, 
from Santo Domingo, will rally the rebels 
at Las Villas. It is expected that various 
sections will rise on the arrival of these 
leaders. 

A general centralization will follow. The 
fight will not occur until fever comes to 
the aid of the rebels. This authority stated 
that between 7000 and 8000 rebels have 
arms now. 

COSTA RICA IS X'EUTRAL. 

Its Representative at Washington Denies 
Reports of Aid to Cuban Rebel*. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 7.— Joaquin 
Berlasdo Calvo, Charge d'Affaires of Costa 
Rica, said in an Interview to-night: 

1 observe that in some recent publications of 
the press referring to General Maceo it is stated 
that an expedition started out from Costa Rica, 
and although the perfect fealty ot the Govern- 
ment of the republic appean from those publi- 
cations, I deem it proper to state in the most 
emphatic manner that no expedition has left 
Costa Rica, nor could any leave, because the 
Government maintains an aotive vigilance and 
knows how to act most energetically to prevent 
the abuse of its territory against any other 
country. This was demonstrated a short time 
ago by the prompt putting down of the expedi- 
tion of the deceased Catarino Garcia against 
llocas del Toro, a fact well substantiated In a 
note of Mr. Baker. Minister of the United States 
to Costa Klca, which lias been published. 

The tobacco colony, managed by General 
Maceo, under contract with the Governor, is 
situated on the Pacific Coast in the northwest 
part of our territory, a great distance from the 
Atlantic Coast, which makes it difficult for the 
Cuban colonists to have connection of any kind 
with the revolutionists of Cuba. Neither 
would it be good for Maceo or any other Cuban 
to violate the neutrality laws, for the colony Is 
; under the authority of the country and Gov- 
ernment agents would mete out severe pun- 
ishment to those guilty of such an attempt. 

Home-Rulers Condemn the Rebels. 
MADRID. April 7.— The Cuban home- 
rule party here has issued a manifesto con- 
demning the rebellion in Cuba, professing 
loyalty to Spain and proffering assistance 
to crush the rising. 

The latest official dispatcnes received 
here declare that the rebellion is exagger- 
ated by the local authorities in Cuba, inas- 
i much as it is confined to mulattos and ne- 
, groes who bave failed to extend their oper- 
! ations beyond the eastern provinces.

PIMT.A. India, April 7.— The First Bri- 
gade of the British forces, moving to the re- 
lief of Mr. Robertson, the British agent at 
Chitral, had an engagement with 5000 
Swatis, who were trying to block the Mala- 
kand Pass. The enemy were put to flight 
after losing thirty killed by a charge ot cav- 
alry. The brigade is now at Khar, in 
Swati, where it is awaiting the organiza- 
tion of a transport service. 

A considerable number of fanatics from 
Upper Swati have joined 1'mra Khan of 
Jandol, who is leading the forces against 
the British, and a big fight is expected to- 
morrow. 

Further advices received from the 
front state that the British have 
crossed tbe Swat River and captured Thana, 
1'nira Khan's fort. The Eleventh Bengal 
Lancers charged a force commanded by 
Umra Khan's brother. The enemy lost 
100 men. The British casualties were 
slight. 

The enemy stontly resisted the British 
attempts to throw pontoons across the 
Swat River this morning. The Swatis oc- 
cupied the routes commanding the river, 
and kept up a continual tire on the engi- 
neers and others employed in placing pon- 
toons In position. 

Brigadier-General Waterford's brigade, 
with the Fifty-sixth regiment, advanced 
and forced a passage of the river, assisted 
by a mounted battery and a Maxim gun. 
Then the Eleventh Bengal Lancers made a 
brilliant dash and crossed the river. They 
at once attacked the enemy, who retreated. 
The lancers pursued them to Uck, killing 
100 of them. 

The Fourth and Fifteenth regiments 
then crossed the river and occupied Chak- 
rana. 

The Scottish Borderers forded the river 
at a point a mile distant from where the 
pontoon bridge was placed and captured 
Thana with little trouble. The British 
loss was one sapper and a few other men 
killed. A number of horses were also 
killed. A thousand camels with the trans- 
port train have succeeded in crossing the 
Malakand Pass and have arrived at Kahr.

Wrecked on the Coast, of Oregon. 

It is reported that the schooner Volun- 
teer, which went Ao sea Saturday, bound 
for Moodyville, British Columbia, carried 
away a sailor named Richard Dahlgrin, 
who in vain protested against going in the 
vessel. On Friday Secretary Furuseth, 
with two police officers, went off to the 
vessel lying off Mission flats, but Captain 
Martin refused to let them board his ves- 
sel. Then a writ of habeas corpus was 
issued by Judge Murphy, but the schooner 
eluded the service of the paper by slipping 
to sea, carrying Dahlgrin. 

A dispatch was received last evening 
from Florence, Or., stating that the schoo- 
ner Robert and Minnie, which left this 
port a few days ago, went ashore a mile 
and a half south of the Siuslaw Friday. A 
tug went to her assistance, but could do 
nothing to save her. She is high on the 
sandy beach, where she drifted with the 
tide and an inshore wind. No lires were 
lost.

The Grand Jury Has Not the 
Slightest Evidence 
Against Him. 



HIS ENEMIES SPREAD YARNS. 



Some of the Indicted Election Offi- 
cers May Cause 
Trouble. 



There is much speculation in regard to 
the cause of Chris Buckley's reported pre- 
parations for a sudden departure from this 
State. The story has been circulated that 
the Democratic boss fears indictment by 
the Grand Jury, but some of the most im- 
portant members of the jury freely state 
that no evidence tending in the least 
toward connecting Buckley with election 
frauds or any other crime lias been pre- 
sented|to the Grand Jury, and that there is 
no indication that anything will be pro- 
duced to trouble the blind boss in the 
least. Some of Buckley's friends claim 
that all the reports about Buckley's fear of 
indictment are started by Max Popper and 
Gavin JIcNab out of spite. 

It is pretty well understood that Buck- 
ley has been begged by many of his old 
lambs to do something for them, and that 
he is unable to secure any positions at 
present. One of the stories circulated is to 
the effect that Buckley represented to his 
supporters that he would secure from 
Budd the patronage of the Board of Health 
and the water front. He may find out that 
he cannot secure this patronage and he 
may prefer a trip East to meeting his hun- 
gry henchmen every time he snows him- 
self on the street. 

The main story circulated about Buck- 
ley is that he fears some one of the eighty 
or ninety men indicted for election frauds 
may volunteer to turn State's evidence 
and implicate him by their confession. 
Then the witness would be brought before 
the Grand Jury, with the result that 
Buckley would be indicted. The friends 
of Buckle y say that the boss has no fear in 
this regard, as he has assured them he can 
be in no way involved in any frauds. 
They claim that the only chance "for Buck- 
ley being brought into 'trouble is by the 
jobbing of his enemies, who may get some 
one to make an alleged confession so as to 
cast further disgrace upon the blind poli- 
tician. 

The persons who are so industriously 
circulating the stories about the boss claim 
that Goff and another man, wha were in- 
dicted for their connection with the elec- 
tion frauds, were ready to make a complete 
confession, when Buckley learned of it and 
did something which caused Goff to as- 
sume a "stiff upper lip," and to refuse to 
make the statement he wa9 reported to be 
ready to make. Of course Buckley's friends 
deny he had any connection with the 
matter. 

At all events the Grand Jury does not 
intend to indict Buckley on what has been 
brought before it so far. Whether Buck- 
ley fears that some one will produce some 
entirely new evidence is what he alone 
knows. It is a certainty that a great many 
false stories have been circulated.

As he crossed the 
tape a score of willing hands lifted him 
from his wheel, and he was carried down 
through the lines of spectators on the 
shoulders of his club mates. 

A minute later and|Casey Castleman, the 
Acme rider, came in sight and was cheered 
again and again as he crossed the mark. 

The Garden Citys came next, with Wil- 
bur Edwards riding for them. He had 
made a gallant effort, but was too far be- 
hind at the start. His time was the best 
of this relay, 28:01. 

Walter Foster brought the Olympic's 
colors in fourth, and finally Reid came 
along for the Californias, who had made a 
game, but hopeless fight. 

Then every one said, "Where's Ziegler 
and Harbottle?" It was time they were 
in. But a courier soon arrived announc- 
ing both had met with accidents andcoulil 
not finish. Ziegler, plucky lad, in trying 
his best to overcome the lead of the others 
had been reckless and had fallen. Har- 
bottle, too, came to grief, near Fruitvale. 

The Bay City Wheelmen had won a 
popular victory, and the members were 
congratulated on every hand. Much credit 
is due Captain Dodge, Frank H. Walters 
and Walter D. Sheldon, who had the en- 
tire charge and selection of their relay 
team. The elegant silver cup, the trophy 
they have won, could not fall into better 
hands.

OAKLAND TO SAN JOSE, 



Alameda County Wheelmen 
Say They Will Have a 
Boulevard. 



AIMING AT BETTER STREETS- 



Sunday Closing Opposed by Saloon 
Men-Sportsmen's Asso- 
ciation. 



Within the next few days Oakland's City 
Council will be asked by the Alameda 
County Good Roads Association to pass 
an ordinance which the members of that 
body deem to be of vast importance to the 
interests of the city. 

Some time ago a number of prominent 
members of the principal bicycle clubs, the 
Acme, Reliance and Y. M. C. A., held a 
meeting to consider ways and means of im- 
proving the streets of Oakland, and the 
subject was discussed at length. 

It was decided to enlarge on the original 
idea and form an association having for its 
object the improvement of the public roads 
of Alameda County, as well as Oakland 
streets, and a committee consisting of 
Frederick Whitney, L. G. Burpee and 
George A. Faulkner was appointed to 
draw up ordinances calculated to bring 
about the desired end and present the 
same to the proper authorities. 

The first step which will be taken will be 
the formulation of an ordinance to compel 
the various corporations doing business on 
the east side of the bay— gas, electric light, 
water and street-car companies— to repair 
the streets and put them in their original 
condition after having torn them up to lay 
their mains or pipes for the supply of 
residences. No measure of similar im- 
port now exists, and it will be drafted on 
the lines of the ordinance now in force in 
San Francisco. If carried out it is ex- 
pected to do much toward improving the 
present condition of the thoroughfares, 
which, in places where the most traffic is 
carried on, are full of trenches left by work- 
men after finishing their work. Many 
nrominent business men have promised to 
lend their aid in inducing the Council to 
consider the measure favorably. 

Another of the main objects of the asso- 
ciation is to enforce an ordinance now 
existing which instructs street railroad 
companies under certain penalties to keep 
the roadbed between their tracks and for 
two feet on each side thereof in good re- 
pair. 

Later the Board of Supervisors of Ala- 
meda County will be asked to pass ordi- 
nances calculated to improve the condition 
of roads under its jurisdiction. 

The association has for its chairman 
John A. Britton, secretary of the Oakland 
Gas, Light and Heat Company, with A. P. 
Swain as secretary. 

George A. Faulkner, the veteran bicycle 
agent, is one of the leaders in the good 
roads movement. While speaking of the 
matter yesterday he said : 

The members of this association do not pro- 
pose to carrv on a defensive fight in favor of 
good roads In Oakland and Alameda County, 
but will take the aggressive as soon as plans 
are laid. There are several thousand wheel- 
men in Oakland, Alameda and surrounding 
towns, nearly all ol whom have votes, and we 
hope to bind them into an association which 
shnll be such a power as to compel City Coun- 
cils and the Board of Supervisors to do more to- 
ward keeping the streets and county roads in 
repair. 

Oakland is a wealthy and populous city, 
and why it should have worse streets, or, at any 
rate, streets that are kept In poorer repair than 
others in this section, is something which we 
fail to understand. Of course, the corporations 
will fight the measures which we propose to 
present to the City Council, for they will in- 
crease their expenses somewhat, but from the 
encouragement we have already received from 
business men I have no doubt we will even- 
tually succeed in getting them through. 

We expect this movement to spread all over 
the State and some day merge into a federa- 
tion of good roads associations. 

When we gain our objects In Oakland and 
the county we intend starting a movement to 
build a magnificent boulevard between this 
city and San Jo*e, such as is projected on the 
other side of the bay. We are promised unlim- 
ited support when the time comeB. Such a 
drireway would be a great benefit, as well as a 
source ol much pleasure to the people of Oak- 
land and will certainly be laid out in the near 
future. 

The ordinance mentioned will be drafted 
at the next meeting, which will be held at 
the home of the Reliance Club to-morrow 
evening. 

Bold Attempt at Robbery. 

N. A. Neary, a well-known capitalist of 
this city, and his wife were held up by two 
members of the notorious Fish gang at the 
end of the broad-gauge mole this evening. 
They were returning from a drive in 
Golden Gate Park, and had scarcely left 
the bridge, when a man sprang at the 
head of the horse, throwing the animal 
back on his haunches while another 
started to climb into the buggy, demand- 
ing Mr. Neary 's money and valuables as 
he did so. The latter struck the horse 
smartly with his whip, and tried to drive 
over the highwayman, at the same time 
shouting police, but the footpad held on 
until Officer Banks suddenly appeared. 
Both men then took to their heels. The 
officer recoenized t hem as they ran, and 
soon after arrested George Kelly and 
Louis Cordano, charging them with at- 
tempted robbery. Both are old offenders, 
and have often made the acquaintance of 
the police. Mrs. Ncary was prostrated by 
the shock. 

Opposing Organisations. 

The work of the Council for the Suppres- 
sion of the Saloon has grown to such an ex- 
tent in Oakland that the saloon men have 
decided to organize for their own protec- 
tion, and within a few days the California 
State Association will be ,n full swing. 

The council has divided the city into 
districts and will canvass for signatures to 
a petition asking the City Council to pass 
an ordinance compelling saloons to close 
on Sundays. 

The Protective Association will combat 
the council in every possible wav, though 
the general impression is that t heir fight 
will be made more on political lines than 
through petitions. 

Ilia Farewell Sermon. 

The First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Fourteenth and Clay streets, was crowded 
yesterday morning, when the pastor, Rev. 
A. Kummcr, mounted the pulpit to preach 
his farewell sermon before his departure 
for Europe, where he will make an ex- 
tended visit. 

Alameda Sportsmen. 

Charles Burgans and Harry Newton of 
the Alameda County Sportsman's Associa- 
tion, have been appointed a committee to 
arrange for the monthly sports of the com- 
ing trap season. The first meeting will be 
held od May 5 and the last on August 8. 
On September 1 the association will hold a 
grand open tournament, at which many- 
valuable prizes will be given. 

bj^KxTley. 

The captains of the U. C. and Stanford 
track teams met on Saturday night and 
agreed upon the entries for the intercol- 
legiate field day, which will take place on 
the Berkeley cinder track next Saturday 
afternoon. 

There will be a two-mile bicycle race, 
three entering from each university.

In saying that "one county in California 
is reported to possess gold gravel mines 
worth somewhere between $100,000,000 and 
11,000,000,000," the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
does us a slight injustice. There are sev- 
eral counties in the State of which such re- 
ports are made, and several more to be 
heard from. 

It is sometimes more inconvenient to be 
an orderly citizen than a person charged 
with crime, as was illustrated by the fact 
that the jury which was unable to agree in 
Judge Morrow's court on a verdict in the 
case of the railroad strikers, suffered 
greater privations and discomforts in the 
trial than the strikers did themselves. 

Boston will give the country a new idea 
in journalism by the establishment of the 
Standard, which it is said will be "a news- 
paper of opinions and devoted to patriot- 
ism." The patriotism, of course, can be 
found in almost any newspaper, bnt a 
journal that is to pay more attention to 
opinions than t o news will be a novelty 
that can look for success only in a city 
where the people care more for their own 
opinions than for the world's affairs. 

The Wheatland Four Corner) might gain 
wisdom from the reflection that by charg- 
ing the Call with being "subsidized," be- 
cause it desires to see hydraulic mining 
resumed by some means wiiich shall not 
prove injurious to the streams and valley 
farms, it is getting outside the range of 
gentlemanly discussion and crippling the 
cause of tfie anti-debris advocates by ex- 
hibiting not only a spirit of unfairness, 
but also an obstinacy that serves as a bar- 
rier to the progress oi the State. 



TEE WILDE CASE. 

It Is to be regretted we cannot have a 
wall of protection around the United 
States that would not only guard American 
industry from the competition of the un- 
derpaid labor of Europe, but American 
homes from the contamination of Europe's 
aristocratic scandals. Certainly the ill ef- 
fects that flow from the competition of the 
starving workingmen of Manchester are 
hardly to be accounted worse than the vile 
abominations that emanate from every 
new disclosure of the debasing sensuality 
of the so-called upper classes. 

The telegraphic dispatches sent to this 
country in regard to the Oscar Wilde libel 
suit are among the worst offenses of the 
time. They reek with vileness and it is 
only by the most careful editing that even 
the substance of them can be reproduced 
in a newspaper that makes any pretenses 
to decency. That some American jour- 
nals have been so eager for sensations as 
to make these telegrams the chief news of 
the day and emphasize them with con- 
spicuous headlines is an evidence of their 
corrupting influence, and if the tone of 
American society were not healthy, whole- 
some and moral to the core the evil might 
have been much greater than it has been. 

To the American mind nothing conceiv- 
able can be more abhorrent and ilisgustiug 
than the revelations made in this case. 
Had the foul story been raked up from the 
slums of London, where the offscourings 
of humanity are dumped to fester in their 
own lilth, it would have been bad enough, 
but coming, as it does, from the aristo- 
cratic quarter of Mayfair, and involving a 
peer of the realm, a millionaire, and an 
author who for years has posed as the 
oracle of a literary cult and a fastidious 
society, the abomination of it passes be- 
yond the measure of ordinary words, and 
one can only borrow the language of Par- 
son Browulow and declare that if a thou- 
sand tons of tartar emetic were poured 
down the throat of hell it could not vomit 
forth a fouler crowd than this. 

Few people will care to moralize on a 
subject of such foulness, and yet the re- 
flecting mind can hardly fail to discern in 
it an evidence that a great historic society 
is rotting to decay. While the British em- 
pire still stands in outward majesty seem- 
ingly strong the Wilde case and the Cleve- 
land-street scandal give evidence of an in- 
ternal corruption that is destroying the 
fabric from within. Never since the deca- 
dence of the Roman empire has manhood 
sunk so low as in modern London. In 
that great capital among men and women 
of rank and station there has been dis- 
closed a depravity as low as that of China- 
town, and in that lowest depth, a deeper 
depth penetrated by Wilde, to which even 
Chinatown affords no parallel. 

To rightly picture the debasement of hu- 
manity in decaying London, Dean Swift 
would have to be born again to write his 
story of the Yahoos and write it worse. 
Perhaps some attempt at picturing it 
might be useful in England as a warning 
to the luxurious, the voluptuous and the 
sensual, of the depths to which they are 
swiftly descending. In this country, how- 
ever, we do not need it. The very sugges- 
tion of it is abhorrent to every American 
instinct, and the only sentiment felt here 
in regard to it is one of indignation that its 
indecencies should have been telegraphed 
here at all.

THE GAMBLING EVIL. 



SANTA BAEBAEA'S PLUCK. 



We envy no Californian who rend the 
dispatches from Santa Barbara yesterday 
without feelings of sympathy and of ad- 
miration. The burning of the pavilion 
prepared for the coming festival pi flowers 
on the very eve of the opening of the festi- 
val could not fail to awaken a keen sympa- 
thy for Santa Barbara in the minds of all 
who care for the prosperity of the State; 
while the prompt action of the managers 
of the festival in raising the money for a 
new building and beginning its construc- 
tion within two hours after the destruction 
of the first, commands the admiration of 
all who have any appreciation of pluck 
and enterprise. 

Such courage and promptness of action 
in confronting difficulties and overcoming 
them are illustrations of that type of 
energy we proudly claim to be distinctive 
of the American. In this case the diffi- 
culties were many. Time as well as money 
was involved in the problem. It was not 
merely that the burning of the building 
involved a heavy pecuniary loss, but that 
the work of decoration bad been destroyed 
and that the time for the beginning of the 
festival was rapidly approaching. 

Under the circumstances there would 
have been no word of condemnation had 
the people of Santa Barbara contented 
themselves with spreading a tent for the 
festival and postponed the construction of 
a new building to a later date. That is the 
way most cities, even in America, would 
have solved the problem. It certainly 
would have been the easiest escape from 
the difficulty. Santa Barbara, however, 
was not seeking an escape but a victory. 
Her people determined to grapple with the 
mischance and master it. They resolved 
instantly not only toerect another pavilion, 
but to make the new one statelier and more 
spacious than the old. The telegraph was 
set at work. Orders for decorative material 
were issued and the task of the new con- 
struction was begun before the flames had 
died out amid the ashes of the burned 
building 

Pluck and enterprise of this kind are 
bound to have their reward. They have 
given Santa Barbara the best advertise- 
ment she ever had. They have made her 
known as the home of energy as well as of 
beauty, and manifested to the world that 
within her borders the vigor of Chicago is 
nurtured amid the roses wt Elysium. With 
such a fame as this, all the host of tourists 
and pleasure-seekers in the State will be at- 
tracted to her festival. Many will wish to 
see the loveliness of her flowers, and as 
many more will visit her to see the new 
pavilion and pay tribute to the swift enter- 
prise that erected it. 



In the April Forum appears a very val- 
uable contribution by the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Newton Smyth, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church of New Haven, Conn., 
author of a number of notable works of a 
religious and moral character, president of 
the New Haven Law and Order League, 
and leader of the vigorous crusade against 
the gamblers of that city. His paper is 
entitled "Suppression of the Lottery and 
Other Gambling," and it is so pertinent to 
the condition of affairs in San Francisco, 
and unintentionally is so earnest an ap- 
ical to the moral forces working for the 
good of this City, that a review of it will 
prove timely and instructive. 

The latter part of the paper, which we 
shall consider first, is devoted to the ethics 
of gambling. The arguments arc old, but 
always excellent. They may be sum- 
marized thus: The foundation of gambling 
is covetousness. The ethics of betting can- 
not be determined by allirming the right 
of an individual to do what he pleases 
with his own, for money is a social prod- 
uct and its use reaches beyond the indi- 
vidual to the social compact. "Human 
experience has but one testimony to give 
concerning the social consequences of 
transactions in which men seek to gain 
something for nothing." ' The principles 
of economic law and ethical obligation 
are violated in the practice. The writer 
then makes a direct attack on the evil 
moral effect of those college sports which 
encourage betting. 

Dr. Smyth's paper starts out with the 
declaration that "frequent aeitation in the 
newspapers and the records of legislation 
for the past two years show that a vigorous 
awakenine of public sentiment is taking 
place concerning modern forms of gam- 
bling." No sooner had Congress prohi- 
bited the use of the mails for the transac- 
tion of the pernicious business of lotteries 
than the express and telegraph companies 
supplied the lack. Thus some of the 
richest corporations in the country became 
the agencies for the promulgation of the 
lottery evil. This became so flagrant and 
offensive that in the closing hours of the 
last Congress the moral sentiment there 
represented rose superior to the powerful 
monetary interests which hitherto had 
been invincible in its ability to corrupt, 
and a law wa9 passed prohibiting the 
transmission of gambling matter from 
State to State by mail, express or other 
agencies. 

Turning now from Dr. Smyth's article to 
the lottery evil as it exists in San Fran- 
cisco, we rind that while most, if not all, of 
the churches have abandoned the conduct 
of lotteries and raffles at church fairs as in- 
jurious practices, there is no evidence that 
the churches have arrayed themselves 
against the great lotteries that are robbing 
and demoralizing the poorer members of 
the congregations and the community; 
that the various commercial and industrial 
agencies which seek to promote the pros- 
perity of the people are not opposing a 
warning and a guard against this enticing 
form of theft; that while there are the 
strictest State and municipal laws against 
lotteries, and against the sale, offer of sale, 
purchase and even possession of lottery 
tickets, the business is conducted openly 
in the City and under the very eyes of the 
authorities; that while newspapers are 
prohibited from publishing advertisements 
of lotteries, some of them take advantage 
of a loosely drawn law to publish the ad- 
vertisement after the drawing has occurred, 
which is not expressly prohibited, though 
manifestly violative of the spirit of the 
law, and which, being the list, of winning 
numbers, is the only advertisement that 
the lottery companies care to have pub- 
lished. 

Such is the condition of affairs in San 
Francisco, and such the neglect of the 
great moral and industrial forces for the 
welfare of the people. We prefer to be- 
lieve that much of this Is pure heedless- 
ness, especially on the part of the news- 
papers; and we trust that a manly and 
patriotic regard for the responsibilities 
resting upon them will soon direct their 
energies into worthier ways. 



OUR APPIAN WAY. 

It is evident a wonderful change has 
come over San Francisco. It is bnt a short 
time ago when the best plans for munici- 
pal improvement and development found 
very little support even in words, but now 
any well-considered project not only finds 
favor, but it is taken up as a matter of 
practical enterprise by men who are quite 
capable of carrying it to immediate com- 
pletion, and they never fail to find popular 
support in the work. 

The undertakingof the San Joaquin road 
is one illustration of this change and the 
proposed boulevard to San Jose is another. 
The latter, however, in some respects, is 
even more significant of the change than 
the former, for while the San Joaquin road 
has been in a large measure forced upon 
the people by the exactions of the South- 
ern Pacific, the boulevard as an unforced 
enterprise is an evidence of the progressive 
spirit pure and simple. 

The men who have responded most cor- 
dially to the demand for the great drive- 
way are exactly those who are best fitted 
to take action in regard to it and are most 
likely to carry it out successfully. They 
are the big property-owners along the 
proposed route, and 'nclude such men as 
Mayor 8utro, W. M. Fitzhugh, Behrend

THE BURE AU OF H IGHWAYS. 

The appointment by Governor Budd of 
Marsden Manson of this city, R. C. Irvine 
of Sacramento and J. L. Maude of River- 
side as members of the Bureau of High- 
ways, provided for by the last Legislature, 
may be regarded as the beginning of an 
experiment likely to prove of great benefit 
to the State; and the course to be adopted 
by the bureau therefore will be watched 
with more than ordinary interest. 

As a general rule commissions and bu- 
reaus have not worked well in California, 
and there has been a good deal of dissatis- 
faction with the management of most of 
them. The present bureau, however, was 
created in response to a widespread popu- 
lar demand after full consideration of the 
subject, and begins its career with more 
than ordinary public favor. It will depend 
largely upon the newly appointed mem- 
bers whether the bureau retains this favor 
or loses it; and certainly if they make 
earnest efforts to retain it, they can do so, 
for the work of road improvement is a 
most urgent one at this time, and every 
helpful influence will be felt and valued. 

It is reported that in connection with the 
bureau, the Governor and the State Prison 
Directors intend to establish a rock-crush- 
ing plant at one or both of the State pris- 
ons for the purjiose of providing road ma- 
terial to such counties as can be reached 
without too great a cost of transportation. 
This is in accordance with the plan ap- 
proved by the Good Roads Convention last 
winter and promises good results. In fact, 
the assistance of the State to some of the 
poorer counties might be carried even fur- 
ther than that of furnishing them with 
cheap rock. In many of the mountain 
counties the population is too scant and 
too poor to construct good roads over their 
rugged mountain sides; and yet if State 
aid were granted and the roads constructed, 
a larger and richer imputation would soon 
be gathered there to pay taxes and ad- 
vance the welfare of the State as a whole. 

Whatever the new bureau may under- 
take, however, it is not to be forgotten that 
its powers are limited and that for any 
marked success in road improvement each

affords in its well-kept highways a conclu- 
sive proof that no new road law nor bureau 
was necessary to good road work where 
the people were determined to have it, and 
elected Supervisors competent to carry it 
out. Self-help in this, as in all things else, 
is the best help, and while a loyal support 
may be given to the undertaking of the 
bureau, it is the home work that is going 
to be of most use in the future as in the 
past. 



SPIRIT OF THE PRESS. 



San Francisco is feeling the effect of the com- 
peting railroad agitation. Several wealthy 
men who removed to New York several rears 
ago are back, and others are preparing to come 
A good thinj too Is that they bring their East 
ern capital for Investment. The route once lo 
cated the San Joaquin Valley will attract some 
of this capital, and the cry of hard times will 
soon be a thing of the past. The building of 
the road will restore confidence, and then 
money now hidden away in banks will be 
brought out and put in circulation, to the ben- 
efit of everybody.— Hanford Democrat.

The Demonstrator of Scientific Cooking 
Will Lecture To-Day in Golden 
Gate Hall. 



Mrs. Emma P. Ewing, who is to be the 
demonstrator of cooking for the San Fran- 
cisco society for the introduction of scien- 
tific cooking' in the kitchen, has arrived 
from New York, and will give a free bread 
and chafing dish demonstration in Golden 
Gate Hall at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 

The society named, of which Mrs. W. B. 
Harrington— president of the Children's 
Hospital — is president and Mrs. Horace 
Wilson — president of the Channing Aux- 
iliary — is secretary, has been organized to 
give instruction in scientific cooking. It 
has three aims: First, to give young girls 
who do not desire to work in shops, but 
are willing to enter domestic service, a sci- 
entific training in simple and fancy cook- 
ing; second, to provide for those others — 
wives and daughters, to whom cooking 
does not mean an occupation — a requisite 
knowledge to maintain thrift and comfort 
in tbeir homes; third, to afford those 
already employed as cooks an opportunity 
to improve anil perfect their skill in the 
household art, fitting them for better posi- 
tions and better wages. 

Tlie institution, which will be condticted 
on the lines of like schools in the East, 
will be supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. A .sufficient sum to carry on the 
society is already guaranteed. A staff of 
skilled instructors will give demonstra- 
tions and lectures free of charge.

How Ladles Save Theinaelvea the Tronble 
of Carrying Their Purchases Around. 

"There is quite a traffic in parcels in the 
stands inside the ferry landings," said Ser- 
geant Tom Mahoney yesterday, "but these 
places as a depository for letters that peo- 
ple do not wish sent cither to home or 
office, I do not think amount to much. 
They may receive a letter now and then 
to be called for, but it is not a common 
practice. In fact, there has not been much 
of that done on the water front since that 
old fellow who kept a stationery and fruit 
store on Davis st reet, opposite the old ferry 
landing, and had a sort of lovers' post- 
office there, committed suicide. 

"The parcel business is a money-making 
one, in a small way, and is a great con- 
venience. A lady living in Sausalito, San 
Rafael, or any of the towns on the lineB of 
the two north-bound railroads or in Oak- 
land, comes to this city and goes uptown 
to do some shopping. She does not care to 
parry her purchases all around town, so 
she "tells the storekeeper that she will re- 
turn home by a certain boat and requests 
him to send her packages to tbe parcel de- 
partment of the stand inside the particular 
ferty-landing from which she will start. 
The storekeeper does so, accompanying the 
parcel with duplicate receipts, Doth of 
which are signed by the parcel receiver, 
One he retains to give to the owner of the 
parcel and the other he sends back to the 
storekeeper. On her way to the ferry the 
lady calls for and receives her parcel, pay- 
ing from 5 to 10 cents for the accommoda- 
tion."

POLICEMAN MINIHA H BEATEN. 

An Karly Morning Row In a Clara-Street 

Saloon. 

There was a row in the saloon kept by 
Mrs. Margaret Pond, on Clara street, 
near Fifth, at an early hour yesterdav 
morning. Terence McCabe, who is said to 
be Mrs. Pond's son, went to the Southern 
police station and asked Sergeant Hanner 
to send an officer with him to quell the 
disturbance. McCabe bore evidence of 
having been roughly treated. 

The sergeant sent Policeman Fleming 
and Mtnihan with McCabe. When they 
reached the saloon the row was still in 
progress, and the two officers proceeded to 
eject the rowdy element. Immediately 
hostilities ceased and thev all made a com- 
bined attack upon the officers. McCabe 
seized a bottle and struck Minihan a blow 
on the head that knocked him down and 
opened his scalp. He was also struck on 
the eye.

The officers arrested Charles Bradley 
and John Ryan, alias Moran, and charged 
them with assault with a deadly weapon.

William Fahey, proprietor of the Cosmo- 
politan Hotel, corner Mission and Fifth 
streets, will have a suit filed against him 
this week for $20,000 damages, and all on 
account of a board bill. The plaintiff in 
the proposed suit is E. R. O'Mailia, who 
claims to be a contractor and is a new- 
comer to San. Francisco. He claims the 
broad State of Texas as his home, though 
he comes here dircctlv from Los Angeles. 

About the 20th of last month O'Mailia, 
according to the story told by his attorney 
James A. Hall, arrived in this city, and 
immediately sought out George W. Mc- 
Pherson, tne real estate man. He had met 
thi3 gentleman when he was touring the 
country with "Boone's Arena," and being 
without bag or baggage, wanted his assist- 
ance in securing a cheap but respectable 
boarding-place. McPherson thoughtof his 
friend Fahey of the Cosmopolitan, and in- 
troducing O'Mailia, said that he was per- 
fectly good for a few days' board, and 
further, that his tools and baggage would 
arrive within the week. 

At the end of the week Fahey promptly 
demanded his money, and was told by 
O'Mailia, who, in the meantime, had se- 
cured work, that he would not receive his 
pay until the next day, and he must wait. 
This did not suit the proprietor of the Cos- 
mopolitan, and Officer Pcrrin was asked to 
arrest the penniless stranger. O'Mailia 
was handcuffed, he says, carried to the 
City Prison and was kept in close confine- 
ment for several days. The case was set 
for March 30, but, at the requestof Fahey's 
lawver, was continued over to Monday, 
when a nominal fine of $5 was entered 
against him. 

"It is an outrage," said Mr. Hall yester- 
day, "that a man can be arrested, cast into 
prison, fined $5, and all for no greater of- 
fense than being without money. O'Mailia 
was not attempting to leave the house, and 
even went so far as to ask Fahey to allow 
him to go out and find his friend McPher- 
son, who would readily pay the bill. It is 
on the grounds of malicious prosecution 
and false imprisonment that the suit will 
be brought. 

Mr. Fahey does not seem to be very 
much worried over the threatened suit— in 
fact, he is inclined to regard it in the light 
of a "big bluff." 

"I have heard," said that gentleman 
yeBterdav, "that O'Mailia proposes to sue 
me for $20,000 damages, but I am not at all 
worried over it. This fellow came to my 
place on the 20th of March and claimed 
that he had baggage in the transfer office. 
On the third day I asked him about the 
baggage and he told me that the Pacific 
Transfer Company had the checks and 
would bring it up the next day. I tele- 
phoned the company and found that he 
bad misrepresented the case to me, as 
they knew nothing of O'JJailia and his 
trunks. I then told him that he was • 
beat and ordered him out of the house. 
Two days later I was surprised to find him 
in the breakfast-room, and then it was 
that I called a policeman and had him put 
out of the house. The court has decided 
that I bad probable course for ejection and 
arrest That practically kills the suit and 
I am not allowing the matter to give me 
any troubl e."

pie are rivals and disagree somewhat as to 
the respective features of their publica- 
tions, and quibble about which has the 
most names contained therein, they are 
unanimous upon the population proposi- 
tion, and claim that 10,000 increase is the 
lowest estimate. After discussing the new 
features of his directory yesterday Edward 
M. Adams, manager for Painter & Co., 
publishers of "Langley 's Directory," said: 

tVe have covered the city more thoroughly 
this year than ever before, and 1 don't think 
the official census man himself could have 
gained a mora accurate idea of our population. 
This year our directory contains 153, S34 
names, while the year before we, had 148,720. 
There is an increase of 5114. This Increase of 
names would, in my opinion, Indicate a gain 
to the entire population of from 10,000 to 
12,000. Our people estimate the population 
of the city to be now 345,000, although I be- 
lieve the Crocker people estimate it higher. 

As I said before, I do not believe any one 
could get nearer the actual figure than the di- 
rectory man. With the competition in the field 
this extraordinary pains have been taken to 
not overlook a name if possible. The canvass- 
ers were out early, and they remained in the 
field until almost the hour of going to press. 
We intend to introduce a new feature this year, 
which will not only be a novelty in the Dull- 
ness, but it will enable one to keep fairly well 
posted as to the growth of the population. 
This will be the issuing of a monthly supple- 
ment of new arrivals, as far as obtainable, and 
other matters. 

The managers of the Crocker Companv 
have also canvassed the city very thor- 
oughly, and they are satisfied that there is 
a much larger increase than that claimed 
by Mr. Adams, and also that the popula- 
tion as a whole is far beyond his estimate. 
The superintendent said. 

We estimate, from carefully prepared figures, 
that the present population is now 37S.100, 
while last year it was 301,800. This shows an 
Increase of 16,300, which is about correct. 
The city has not been so thoroughly can- 
vassed for years as it has this time for the di- 
rectories. 

Both the directories appeared last week, 
in all the glory of attractive binding and 
new type. 

In the light of these statements it would 
appear that the population of San Fran- 
cisco is considerably larger than has been 
generally supposed. The United States 
census of 1890 only gave the city credit for 
207,990 population, but that was looked 
upon as ridiculously low. It was a no- 
torious fact that the census was not prop- 
erly taken, and it was asserted as a fact 
that there were over 300,000 residents in 
San Francisco. 

The new estimates should have especial 
interest for the Half-million Club. If the 
city is so close on to a 400,000 basis the 
energetic members of the club may con- 
gratulate themselves on being nearer the 
500,000 point than they thought. 



TO IMPROVE THE BRAIN. 

Will a Psycho-Physical Laboratory Be 
» Established at the Uni- 
versity ? 



Scientists, pseudo scientists, would-be 
scientists and others who dabble in the- 
ories dressed in technical expression that 
confound the simple lay mind are talking 
just now of the proposition to establish a 
phycho-physical laboratory at the State 
University— a proposition, by the way, that 
is being urged strenuously by the best 
scientific talent in and out of this institu- 
tion. 

Dr. W. F. McNutt, who combines con- 
siderable knowledge of what Professor 
Gates has termed "the newest of the sci- 
ences" with great skill as a physician and 
surgeon, may fairly be said to be the father 
of this proposition, which in all proba- 
bility will assume definite form before 
many months have passed. Dr. McNutt 
does not pose as a psycho-physicist, but for 
several years he has been carrying on ex- 
periments in this direction, following the 
lines laid down by the investisators of the 
world-famous German universities. 

The new science deals with matters that 
have hitherto been deemed entirely be- 
yond the reach of investigation. For spe- 
cific example, it has been demonstrated 
that bud and unpleasant thoughts create 
chemical products in the body that are 
physically injurious. On the other hand, 
cheerful and pleasant feelings generate 
chemical products that are physically 
healthful. 

Brain building, says Dr. McXutt, "is par 



excellence the great problem for scientific 
solution. How shall man get more 
mind? Science must answer, and upon 
that ansv:ej*he futureot the :ace depends. 

The psyeho-physicist sets it down as 
axiomatic that the future possibilities of 
developing the human brain lay alone the 
line of the senses. 

"People have been taught to think of the 
mind as something purely spiritual. As a 
matter of fact, it is a big piece of physical 
mechanism, capable of the most wonderful 
possibilities. Beginning with a child, it 
may be built up bit by bit. Let the esoteric 
mind-builder begin by calling up pleasant 
ideas and memories. Let him take regular 
exercise, as he would with dumb-bells, and 
call it psychical gymnastics, though, as has 
been shown, it has a physical bearing also. 
Very soon the change will be apparent in 
thought and action, and the man will be- 
come a great improvement on his former 
self, both morally and physically." 

EVANGELIST ' OPBBI E'S TALKS. 

He Discourses to Young Men at Asso- 
ciation Hall. 

John Currie, the noted Scotch evangel- 
ist, addressed the members of the Young 
.Men's Christian Association at Association 
Hall yesterday afternoon. 

The evangelist is a stoutly built, middle- 
aged man, with blue eyes and sandy hair 
and mustache. On the platform he ap- 
pears extremely nervous, and his gestures 
are both numerous and exceedingly dra- 
matic. 

The speaker yesterday afternoon en- 
deavored to impress upon his hearers the 
necessity of immediately availing them; 
Belves of the way of salvation, so freely 
offered by the Father in heaven. He urged 
the dangers of procrastination and delay, 
and vividly pictured the position of those 
who should find that with all their good 
intentions they had put the matter off till 
it should be forever too late.

TO AVOID FUNERAL POMP, 

Rev. Leslie Sprague Speaks of 
Unnecessary Display Over 
the Departed. 



His Sermon Will Cause the Forma- 
tion of a Society for Simple 
Burials. 



A sermon by the Rev. Leslie W. Sprague 
yesterday morning at the Second Unitarian 
Church was the cause of starting a move- 
ment to form a society, the members of 
which will pledge themselves to abstain 
from any unnecessary show in any funerals 
they may have anything to do with, to 
have no public exposure of the features of 
the dead, no public burials, and to avoid 
expensive arrangements and trappings 
and to refrain from the wearing of mourn- 
ing. 

Mr. 8pragne spoke on "Funeral Cus- 
toms." He said in beginning that his 
purpose was to arouse public sentiment in 
favor of reform of the customs which are 
followed at the present time. Mr. Sprague 
took his text from Matthew viii:22, 
"Leave the Dead to Bury Their Own 
Dead." After speaking of the probable 
meaning of the passage he said that the 
present method of burying the dead keeps 
many from following the Christ that is 
ever telling of the larger and more cheer- 
ful faith. To sneak of our funeral customs 
as "Christian "burial" is a maligning of 
Christianity. Christianity means a belief, 
a confidence in immortality, a trust in 
God's goodness, or it means nothing. Our 
funeral customs are a negation of our 
faith. 

Mr. Sprague said that he believed that 
both the funeral service and the interment 
should be private. If ever there is a time 
when the home is sacred and should be 
kept free from the intrusion of even the 
well-meaning visitor, it is when there is 
sorrow over the separation from a loved 
one which death brings. He objected to 
the expensive burials that everywhere pre- 
dominate, to the rearing of costly monu- 
ments, and the prevalent custom of wear- 
ing mourning for the dead. He said that 
the true monument should commemorate 
the life, not the death, and should be 
reared in the world where the departed 
spent effort- Homes for the homeless, 
schools for the ignorant — these are the 
true things with which to commemorate 
the dead. If we believe in immortality the 
custom of dressing in black robes and 
crape poorly expresses our faith. 

As a result of this sermon there will be 
an organization formed to call itself the 
funeral reform circle, doubtless, and which 
will pledge the members to the following 
principles of action in case of their own or 
a friend's death, providing the wishes of 
others concerned can be overcome. 

That the remains of the dead shall not 
be exposed to the view of any but the im- 
mediate family and such bosom friends as 
shall be thought needful, but that no ex- 
position of the remains shall be made at 
anv public service. 

That there shall be no public burial, the 
interment being entrusted to one or two re- 
liable friends and the undertaker. 

That an inexpensive funeral shall be se- 
cured, with plain coffin and few flowers 
and modest monument or tombstone. 

That "mourning" shall not be worn or 
any change made in the apparel or ordi- 
nary habits of life, for the death of loved 
ones who are best respected by doing as 
they would like the remaining friends to 
do, b\ acting without them as they would 
act with them.

Many of the Sketches Likely to Be 
Reproduced and Sent to 
This City. 



Louis K. Harlow, the Boston water- 
color painter, is in the city on his way 
from a sketching tour in Mexico and will 
stop here long enough to take back to 
Boston some representations of California 
scenery. 

, There are few art circles in the United 
States that do not know Louis Harlow as 
the water-colorist whose strong point is 
the brilliancy of his work. Just how he is 
able to put so much light, color and dis- 
tance in 'his sketches has been for some 
time a secret that many younger artists 
have longed to learn. 

Not for some time has so strong a man 
been in California with the avowed pur- 
pose of taking back East his artistic im- 
pressions of the local scenery. This is 
what Mr. Harlow proposes to do, and he 
has already done some clever work around 
Los Angeles. Santa Barbara, San Diego 
and Monterey. 

All of his studies, for so far they are 
little else, as none are completed, show his 

£eculiar brilliancy and warmth of tone, 
'uring a visit to half a dozen of the 
studios here Mr. Hariow caught, as only 
an artist could, the feeling among the men 
here who do the best work, ana when he 
had concluded his round of visits made 
many very complimentary speeches about 
the status of art here and the work that he 
saw being done. 

It is more than probable that many of 
the studies made by Mr. Harlow of Cali- 
fornia scenes will be reproduced in Boston 
and sent back here. He. has also been re- 
quested to send some of his work here for 
exhibition. A sketch of the bay from the 
cupola of the Hopkins Institute is one that 
Mr. Harlow thinks will be especially suc- 
cessful. He leaves for Boston within'a few- 
days.

The Market-street railway people have 
in contemplation changes in the horse-car 
lines controlled by the combination which 
will make a great difference in downtown 
travel, particularly in the cross streets 
south of Market street, and on Montgomery, 
Sansomo and Market streets. The total 
length of all the new electric lines will be 
over twelve miles. The contemplated 
roads to be changed are as follows: 

The old North Beach and Mission line, 
which runs from the ferries up Market 
street to Fourth, along Fourth to Folsom, 
and out Folsom to Twenty-sixth street, 
with a branch from Folsom along Eighth 
street to Market and down Market to the 
ferries. 

The old Omnibus line from the corner 
of Montgomery and Jackson along Mont- 
gomery to Market and up Market to 
Fourth. Formerly this line ran out Third 
I street, but when the different franchises 
were gathered into the combination the 
line was run up to Fourth street and out 
Fourth street to Channel. 

The Fifth-street line, which has always 
been an adjunct of the Market-street rail- 
way, running from Fifth and Market along 
Fifth to Bluxome, and down Bluxome to 
the Fourth and Townsend offices. 

The old Central line, from Sixth and 
Brunnan, along Sixth to Market, down 
Market to Sansome, along Sansome to 
Washington, thence to the ferries, with a 
return branch up Jackson to Sansome. 

The Spear-street line, from Market street 
to the Oregon dock. 

The line from Tenth and Howard, down 
Tenth to Potrero avenue and out to South 
San Francisco. 

The building of the electric road on Fol- 
som street has been under way some time. 

H. E. Huntington yesterday said that 
they expect in time to change their horse- 
car lines into electric lines. How soon this 
would be brought about he could not say. 

Changing the Sansome and Montgomery 
street lines into trolleys would mean run- 
ning up Market street frem Sansome as far 
as Sixth. If these proposed changes can 
be made they will mean the erection of 
trolley poles and wires on that part of 
Market street If the whole of the line of 
the old North Beach and Mission system is 
covered with electric lines it will mean 
trolleys on Market street from Eighth down 
to the ferries. 

Mr. Huntington said that he believed 
that in time some of the cable lines, where 
the grades are not too steep, would also 
be changed into electric roads. "Electric 
lines," he said, "are as far ahead of cable 
lines as the cables are ahead of the old 
horse cars. They are much more easily 
handled and managed and more satisfac- 
tory in many ways. Thecost, too, is less." 

When the Market-street people bring 
about their changes the streetcar horse will 
have disappeared from the streets of San 
Francisco and the old bobtail car will be a 
thing of the past. 



TOOK A FATAL

An Old Man Who Drank Nearly 
Two Ounces of Carbolic 
Acid. 



He Was Found Dead and Cold In a 
Market-Street Lodging- 
House. 



Huddled in a heap, dead and stiff and 
cold, on the floor in one corner of a room 
at the Acme House, 957 Market street, 
was found the body of an elderly and gray- 
haired man at 10 a. m. yesterday. By his 
side lay two ounce bottles that had con- 
tained carbolic acid, the deadly fluid that 
bad caused the old man's death. 

There was nothing in the room, on the 
man's person, or among his effects to show 
who he was or why he had swallowed the 
fatal draught. 

The man came to the Acme House 
Saturday afternoon and secured a room. 
He did not register his name, nor did 
he leave any baggage, but paid for 
one day in advance. He retired 
shortly after, and was not again seen alive. 
Yesterday morning one of the servants of 
the house entered the room occupied by 
the stranger and found him dead as stated. 

One of the bottles that had contained the 
carbolic acid was empty and bore the 
label of Ing & Allee, druggists, 712 J street, 
Sacramento. The other bottle, which still 
contained about one-third of an ounce of 
acid, was labeled T. F. Phillips, druggist, 
corner of Sixth and K streets, Sacramento. 

Judging from the quantity of poison 
taken from the bottles, if swallowed at one 
time death must have resulted verv 
quickly after the time of takine. There 
were evidences that the dead mail's suffer- 
ings must have been severe and that the 
death struggle must have been terrible. 
His head was bruised in several places 
where he had evidently fallen against the 
walls and furniture of the room. There 
could have been no assault by outside 
parties, as the room was locked on the 
inside. 

Iu addition to the empty acid bottles 
there were two four-ounce bottles of aqua 
ammonia, one of which had been partly 
emptied. Each of these bottles bore labels 
showing that the drug had been purchased 
from the same druggists that had supplied 
the carbolic acid. A curious feature in 
this connection is the fact that aqua am- 
monia is a restorative antidote frequently 
used after an emetic -in cases of carbolic 
acid poisoning. 

The deceased was apparently about 60 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches in height. He 
bad gray hair and a white mustache, and 
a full and prominent forehead. The sum 
of $1 15 was found in one of his pockets, 
also a ticket to a picnic given by the Sac- 
ramento Helvetia Verein, June 25, 1893. 
On the back of this ticket, written with 
pencil, were these words: "814 J street, 
New Wm. Tell House. A. Keser." 

The Coroner was notified and the body 
was removed to the Morgue. 

ALL ABOUT A ' CONTRACT. 



Suit Will Be Begun Against the Nob 
Hill Development Company for 
Damages. 



The Nob Hill Development Company 
will find itself in trouble to-day when the 
Superior Court opens its doors to hear the 
stories of weal and woe which are daily 
told by litigants. 8. N. Fletcher will be- 
gin suit against the Nob Hill Development 
Company and D. Jordan to recover $3000 
damages. 

In October the Nob Hill Development 
Company awarded the contract for build- 
ing a big tenement house on Nob Hill to 
8. N. Fletcher and D. Jordan, for which 
they were to receive the sum of $200,000. 
Work was actually commenced on the 
house and continued until the 4th day of 
March, when, without any cause or warn- 
ing, according to the complaint of Mr. 



Fletcher, the Nob Hill Company canceled 
the contract with Fletcher and Jordan, 
and entered into the same agreement with 
the last-named gentleman. 

Fletcher alleges that they (Fletcher and 
Jordan) would have made $30,000 out of 
the contract had the work -been completed, 
and asks judgment for that amount. The 
refusal of Jordan to join Fletcher in the 
action makes him a defendant in the suit. 
Fletcher in his complaint will say: The 
plaintiff alleges that at no time during the 
progress of said work did the said partner- 
ship, composed of Fletcher and Jordan, re- 
fuse or neglect to supply a sufficiency of 
material or workmen to complete the 
buOdir.g within the time limited, and also 
that had the said partnership been per- 
mitted to proceed with the work of erec- 
tion of the building they (Fletcher and 
Jordan) would have received and realized 
the sum of $30,000 as profits arising from 
the contract and the performance of the 
work thereunder. 

All of the parties to the suit are well 
known in business circles, and the out- 
come will be watched with interest. 



THANKING THE JURORS, 



Labor Unions Pleased With 
the Result of the Strike 
Trial. 



A Testimonial Is Suggested for Wel- 
lington and Bourne, Who 
» Held Out. 



There is quiet rejoicing in labor circles 
over the result in the case of Casstdy aud 
Mayne, the railroad strikers, and there is 
some talk of giving public expression to the 
feeling among the unions toward the two 
jurors who held out for acquittal to the 
end. 

Jurors Wellington and Bourne were 
called upon by men in the same line of 
business with them, and other men of af- 
fairs, and congratulated upon the stand 
they had taken and retained. Members of 
the A. R. U., Sailors' Uuion and others 
also called and expressed their gratitude. 

There will be a meeting of the railroad 
union on Wednesday night, when some 
official action will probably be taken in re- 
gard to the matter, as the men are quite 
enthusiastic over the proposition to present 
the two jurors with a testimonial. 

"We are very much pleased with the 
verdict," said Harry Knox, "and are glad 
that the strain of the trial is over. The 
jurors who stood by their convictions to the 
end while others changed over to the op- 
posite side are entitled to the everlasting 
gratitude of labor, as this was a tight where 
the cause of labor was at stake. Had these 
men been convicted, especially after the 
charge of the Judge, organized labor would 
have been hereafter considered as a con- 
spiracy against the state and common- 
wealth. I am glad, very glad indeed, that 
we have w on."

"The Commissioners," said Superintend- 
ent McLaren of Golden Gate Park yester- 
day, "arc putting the finishing touches on 
a road specially set apart for the use of 
bicycle riders.

KILLED B Y A CA BLE CAE. 

John F. MoMahon, a Plasterer, Meets 
With an I'ntimely Death, 

John F. McMahon, a plasterer, aged 37 
years and living with his brothers at 5

•nd to show them that it is dangerous to 
mingle with all kinds of teams on a general 
road. I want to say that we do not anticipate 
any trouble with members of regularly organ- 
ised bicycle clube, but the trouble will be with 
the novices who are just learning to ride. That 
class always insists on going wherever it 
pleases, regulations or no regulations. 

It is our intention to establish a footpath for 
pedestrians, a main drive for teams of all kinds 
and a road for bicyclists. Whether we can 
carry out our ideas remains to be seen. There 
is a very pretty road in the park that passes 
through a most romantic spot, which, I am 
sorry to say, is not patronized as much as it de- 
serves to be. 

The road to which the sup»rintendent 
alluded is indeed a charming one. It com- 
mences at the north side of the north 
drive, a very short distance from the sign- 
board which conveys the information that 
"This is three miles from the Baker-street 
entrance to the parK," and the bicycler 
who wishes to turn into it is advised of its 
exictence by a large sign on which is 
painted :

This path, well macadamized, snout fif- 
teen feet wide, is meandering, and passes 
through a youne forest of pine trees, the 
odor of which at this time fills the atmos- 
phere with a most delicious fragrance. It 
is slightly undulating, but not sufficient at 
any place to fatigue one who knows how to 
ride an iron steed. As the rider advances 
he comes to quite a pond, the home of the 
croaking bullfrogs whose music on moon- 
light nights fills the air. 

Across this pona there is a substantial 
rustic,bridge. At either side of the eastern 
end of this bridge there is a tall pine, like a 
sentinel on guard, and on the edge of the 
pond on all sides are evergreens, whose 
boughs bend low to meet pond-lilies that 
appear on the surface. A little to the 
south there is an unfinished arched rustic 
bridge, intended at some time to connect 
with a footpath leading to the main drive. 
In its unfinished condition it enhances the 
beauty of the romantic scene. Then from 
this point may be beard the roar of the 
broad Pacific in the distance. 

A rush over the bridge and a dash over 
a bit of road and the bicyclist finds him- 
self on the great ocean boulevard. Beau- 
tiful as the spot around the rustic bridge 
Is by day, it is charming on a bright 
moonlight night. Did the bicyclists but 
know this roud better, it is safe to say that 
many would take it in preference to the 
main drive with its many teams. 

The park yesterday was crowded by all 
classes of people, who listened to the 
music, watched the animals and the birds 
and gazed at the wonders in the new 
museum. The flowers, which are now in 
full bloom, were admired by the fair sex, 
and every one seemed to be happy.

Commissioner Austin stated that the 
work of arranging Conservatory Valley 
for the band stand will be commenced 
with the next fiscal year.

The Super- 
visors should be made to see the necessity 
for allowing more money than they are 
allowing us. They should take into con- 
sideration that every acre of land we re- 
claim means increased cost to maintain it 
in order.

A OIL™ Of GAS, 

Austin Texas Brockinton, a 
Boy Six Years Old, 
Asphyxiated. 



His Sister Turned On the Gas, Then 
Fainted and Failed to 
Light It. 



Austin Texas Brockinton, a boy 6 years 
of age, was found dead in bed from 
asphyxiation in a room of his father's resi- 
dence, 1521 Post street, at 10:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

At the hour stated an elder brother of 
the unfortunate boy was sent by his 
] father, B. K. Brockinton to call the lad 
and his 15-year-old sister, who occupied 
the same room. Austin was found dead 
in his bed. The girl was lying uncon- 
scious on the floor in the middle of the 
room, holding in one hand a bunch of 
matches. The gasjet, which was just over 
her head, was turned on to the full and 
the room was heavilv charged with gas. 
The father of the children was immedi- 
ately called in. Dr. Frisbee, who lives at 
1922 Sutter street, was sent for and quickly 
responded to the call. 

The girl, who was very near death, was 
brought to consciousness with much diffi- 
culty and will recover. The voung lad, 
however, was past all medica'l skill. In 
fact, he had been dead several hours. The 
fact that the girl lay on the floor below the 
denser strata of the gas saved her life. 
Had she been in a position two or three 
feet higher from the floor she, too, would 
have died from the effects of the constantly 
increasing flow of gas. 

The girl, who occupied the room with 
her younger brother, was subject to head- 
aches and fainting spells. Earlv in the 
morning, some time before daylight, she 
had been taken suddenly ill and rose to 
light the gas in order to take a dose of 
medicine. Her young brother was sound 
asleep at the time, and never woke again. 
She had turned on the gas and was in the 
act of lighting a match to ignite the jet 
when she fell in a faint, and thus the gas 
flowed in and filled the ruo'm.

DTJFPY'S DIFFICULTY. 

Mrs. Brawn Nays She I* His Only 
Mother-in- Law. 
Thomas James Duffy, an ex-driver of 
the Fire Department, was arrested yester- 
day on board the schooner Volante at the 
instance of Mrs. Brown, living at 1012 Bat- 
tery street. Mrs. Brown alleges that she is 
Duffy 's only mother-in-law, and that an- 
other woman disputes with her that proud 
distinction. She does not love her son-in- 
law, but no other woman shall possess him 
in that relationship, so she procured his 
arrest on a charge of bigamy. 

Duffy states that he married Mrs. 
Brown's daughter under the agreement 
that he would be permitted to proenre a 
divorce next day or any day in the imme- 
! diate future, and after he was safe bound 
i in matrimony the Browns refused to let 
him go. Mr. Duffy does not mention in 
what miraculous manner his new relations 
were going to overturn a statute of the 
State of California, but pending the nulli- 
fication of a civil law he anticipated them 
by marrying Miss Mary McCurran of this 
city four days after his first wedding. 

Duffy then shipped on board of the Vo- 
lante and was about to sail when he was 
arrested by the harbor police. 



There is a feeling of unrest in the Demo- 
cratic camp, and John Daggett, superin- 
tendent of the San FranciscCMint, is the 
cause of it at the present time. Mr. Dag- 
gett has that tired feeling, which bodes ill 
for some of those who are bis subordinates 
and appointees. 

And it is all due to the fact that the 
Democratic State Senators refused to go 
into caucus on the matter of the United 
States Senatorship and stand together for 
one man— that is to say, for Mr. Daggett — 
as that gentleman says they should have 
done. As a consequence, appointments to 
positions in the Mint, which were made 
for party interests, will be unmade by Mr. 
Daggett and his ax will fall wherever he 
thinks it will do the most good. 

"I squandered party patronage on per- 
sons who refused to do party service," said 
Mr. Daggett last night, "and I am sorry 
for it. During the contest for the United 
States Senatorship the party was left dis- 
organized and the. result was that the 
Democrats voted for Tom, Dick and Harry. 
The fact that the Democrats were in the 
minority and had no chance of winning 
was no excuse at all. I didn't care a snap 
of my lingers whether they voted for me 
or some other good Democrat. That 
wasn't the point at issue, although the 
bolters did pledge themselves to vote for 
me. Biggy came to me and made a strong 
plea for the laundry work of the Mint and 
for the appointment of his broth er. 

"In return for those favors he promised 
to vote for me. Gesford promised the 
same, and I gave his sister a place. She 
is out of it now. Senator Fay secured his 
brother's appointment on the promise of 
doing the fair thing. Well, he didn't 
do it. 

"Of course, I'm going to discharge Big- 
gy's brother, and Fay s brother, too. I 
owe this justification to the Democratic 
party, which, I consider, has been buncoed 
out of patronage, 

"The differences that often arise between 
members of a political party rarely de- 
serve publication," continued Mr. Daggett, 
"but when the views of one side are pa- 
raded before the public a silence on the 
part of those assailed might be con- 
strued as acquiescence, and become mis- 
leading. Therefore I will say that my 
action in disposing of the patronage of the 
Mint was governed entirely by my judg- 
ment as to the fidelity to party "interests of 
the recipients of patronage. My person- 
ality cut no figure in the case further than 
that I happen to be the first individual 
upon whom the test was applied. Had 
any other member of the party been inter- 
ested I should have pursued the same 
course. I do not know of a single previous 
i instance in the history of the Democratic 
party in this State when its representa- 
tives refused to go into caucus and thereby 
maintain its organization. I feel proud 
that the bolting example was not set by 
my friends. 

"The flimsy excuse of 'Stockton conven- 
tion reading me out of the party' is all rot, 
in the face of the fact that in the first State 
convention succeeding that held at StocK- 
ton I was a member, and without solicita- 
tion on my part was made first vice chair- 
man of the State Central Committee by the 
leaders of the Stockton movement, and I 
served in that capacity for three consecu- 
tive terms. I am inclined to believe that 
favors from a bold, bad man,' are appre- 
ciated only when they are about to be lost 
to such as are airiug their complaints in 
this case. 

"My distribution of the patronage of the 
Mint is best justified from the acknowl- 
edged fact that it was the greatest factor in 
the nomination and election of James H. 
Budd, the only Democratic Governor 
elected north of Mason and Dixon's line at 
the last election, and such a result was ob- 
tained against the strenuous opposition of 
those now carping at me. 

"As for Mr. Popper's criticisms, I will 
say that my spurs for party service were 
won long before he was boosted into 
politics and affluence by a partnership 
with Chris Buckley, and his want of grati- 
tude to his sponsor, as shown by a failure j 
to 'whack up a divvy' until called down, 
should shut him out of the controversy, at 
least until he could make an answer "to a i 
Grand Jury that would not, according to 
his own statement, send him to the peni- 
tentiary. His caliber is measured by the 
fact that just as soon as Mr. Buckley got 
out from under him, he fell so heavily that 
he has been unable to gather any appre- 
ciable quantity of himself since. 

"So far as my appointment to the super- 
intendency of the Mint is concerned," Mr. 
Daggett went on, "I secured that myself. 
I had ample indorsement from the banks 
and other business men of this city and a 
majority of the business men of the State, 
ana I also possessed the confidence of 
President Cleveland. I am glad to say 
that my accounts have been found correct 
and everything satisfactory to the Treas- 
ury Department. At the present time I 
am running the Mint, and I will run it for 
some time to come. I shall appoint and 
discharge men as I may see fit and proper 
for the best interests and advancement of 
the Democratic party, all things being 
equal as regards efficiency and fidelity to 
duty. I am not angry; I am simply dis- 
gusted with the un-Democratic methods 
adopted by some men who claim affilia- 
tion with the Democratic party."

that two of the members must be master 
mariners.

"The commissions held by Messrs. Gage, 
Martin and Watson are dated March 27, 
1891, and are for a term of four years. The 
time has expired and they are virtually 
out of office. We will insist upon taking 
our seats because in 1899 some one might 
spring the same contention at us if we 
waited until 1S96 to take office and at- 
tempted to serve until 1900. Governor 
Budd was sure of his position before he 
signed our commissions, and I am equally 
confident that we will compose the Board 
of Port Wardens before the month is out." 

Messrs. Martin, Watson and Gage are 
equally confident that theirj terms do not 
expire until 1896 and assert ;that the entry 
in the records of the Secretary of State is a

SERVICES ON PALM SUNDAY. 



Special Sermons Will Be Delivered 
on Good Friday and 
Easter. 



Palm Sunday was celebrated in many of 
the city churches yesterday. The custom 
of distributing sprigs of palm among the 
worshipers on this day is an old one; it 
dates back to the early Christian church, 
and springs from the historical incident 
attending the entrance of Christ into Jeru- 
salem. As he approached the city he was 
greeted by the people, who broke sprigs 
from palm trees and scattered them in his 
path as an evidence of their devotion. The 
early Christian church adopted the inci- 
dent as a custom of the church, and has 
since blessed leaves of palm or other green 
boughs and distributed them among the 
people in commemoration of the Savior's 
reign in Jerusalem.

I of the Cross, after which a special sermon 
will be preached.

MAY LOSE THE PICTURES, 



Secretary Kane's Proposed 
Ordinance Arouses 
Saloon Men. 



Many Valuable Works of Art May 
Be Seized If the Draft Is 
Adopted. 



The proposed ordinance that is to come 
up before the Board of Supervisors to-day, 
which is to prohibit exhibitions of the 
nude, has been adequately revised by Sec- 
retary Kane of the Pacific Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, so that the interests 
of art exhibitors and artists' are not af- 
fected, but there has entered into the fight 
another element. 

There are in the saloons of this city at 
least $100,000 worth of paintings which are 
works of art. but which could not be said 
to be on exhibition "in the halls, studios 
or rooms of an artist, art league or an art 
association in the interests of art in all its 
branches," as the proposed ordinance 
reads. 

The first draft of the ordinance was so 
broad that there would have been no art 
exhibitions in this city had it been 
adopted and rigidlv enforced, but it was 
modified to meet the demands of legiti- 
mate art. Now the saloon men are 
aroused, and fear that valuable paintings 
on their walls may be in (lunger of seizure 
under the interpretation of the ordinance, 
which includes pictures or characters rep- 
resenting the human form in a nude or 
semi-nude condition, with the exceptions 
mentioned before. 

There are Rovels, Balloyoines, Kahlers, 
Coopers and the works of many other 
legitimate and able artists now on view on 
saloon-walls, but as they are not in the 
"halls or rooms or studios of artists or art 
associations," the adoption of the proposed 
ordinance, it is feared by the saloon-keep- 
ers, might make their owners liable, and 
the' pictures themselves possible to be 
seized, 

Thomas Caznean has in his place the best 
collection of theatrical photographs west 
of Chicago, and values them at over $5000. 
The "semi-nude" clause might endanger 
them. Mr. Cazneau said last night, "If the 
intent of the proposed ordinance is to pro- 
hibit the exhibition of lewd or indecent 
pictures, then I am strongly in favor of it ; 
but if the municipal law is made so broad 
that works of art are to be included or en- 
dangered because they are not in studios 
or art association halls, then I think it had 
best be narrowed to meet the actual intent 
and necessity of the matter." 

Other owners of pictures held the ,sarne 
views, and it is very likely that another 
application will be made to Secretary Kane 
to still further modify the proposed ordi- 
nance.
